‘Workers Party of Korea, 
the Party of Juche, 
the Party of the People’ 





Seventy six years ago the great leader President KIM IL SUNG formed the 
-Workers' Party of Korea as the Communist Party of North Korea shortly after the 
liberation of ARTICLES Korea from several decades of horrendously despotic 
‘Japanese colonial rule, the Workers Party of Korea (WPK) was the harbinger of a 
-new People's Korea, guiding the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal democratic revolution 
_, the socialist revolution and building of socialism. The WPK was and is the 
supreme general staff of the Korean revolution. Right from the start the WPK was 
-a people - orientated party. Its symbol was a hammer, writing brush and a sickle 
which represented not only workers and peasants but the intellectuals. This made 
„it different to other communist parties Thus it was an inclusive party representing 
the whole of the popular masses including workers, peasants and working 
intellectuals giving the party a solid mass basis. This reflects the history of the 
-struggle to found the Workers' Party of Korea which goes back to the days of the 
-anti-Japanese armed struggle led by comrade KIM IL SUNG. He rejected the stale, 
-stereotyped methods of the factionalists and flunkeyists (those who worshiped big 
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powers ) who instead of going among the masses tried to form parties from 'the top 
down’, consisting of middle class intellectuals, bourgeoisie and ruined aristocracy . 
Instead President KIM IL SUNG formed the 'Down - With - Imperialism Union' in 
1926 which draw support from the younger generation of youth and students 
untainted with factionalism and flunkeyism. Rather than the party being formed 
at once the party 's foundation was a process and the core elements of the party 
were forged in the fiery crucible of the anti-Japanese armed struggle. President 
KIM IL SUNG declared that 'The People are my god' and worked hard to realise this 
principle when building the Party and the state in the newly liberated land of 
Korea. From the early days of its foundation in October 1945 the WPK always 
fought hard for the interests of the people, it followed a people-orientated policy an 
embodiment of the Juche idea which stipulates that the masses of the people are 
the masters of the revolution and construction, therefore all work must be carried 
out in their interests. A most radical land reform was carried out in March 1946 
that long after Korea's liberation and only 5 months after the party 's foundation. 
This distributed land free of charge to landless and land short peasants, at the 
same it did not compensate the landlords. Landlordism and feudalism were wiped 
out at a stroke. Other advanced democratic reforms to emancipate people from 
exploitation, oppression such as the Labour Law, which limited working hours to 
8 hours and introduced social insurance and the Law on Sexual Equality ' which 
liberated women from double and triple oppression. 


President KIM IL SUNG even instructed that a dangerous electrical steel furnace, 
which had claimed the lives of many workers during Japanese imperialist rule, 
should be blown up even though the country badly needed steel, the lives of the 
workers were more precious. 


Similarly president KIM IL SUNG forbid the mining of gold on Mt Myohyang as it 
would ruin this scenic spot. The WPK always applied the mass line as well as the 
class line. Under the leadership of President KIM IL SUNG the WPK developed the 
Chongsanrt method and Chongsan Ri spirit which is named after village of 
Chongsan Ri where President KIM IL SUNG stayed for 15 days in 1960. The 
Chongsan ri method means officials going down to the basic units and helping 
them, learning from them at the same time. President KIM IL SUNG explained the 
Chongsan ri method as: 


The basic requirement of Chongsan-ri spirit is to thoroughly defend the interests of 
the popular masses, rally the entire people around the Party and convert all the 
works into that of popular masses themselves. The main of Chongsan-ri method is 
that superiors help their subordinates, go out to the spot to grasp the actual 
conditions and find correct ways to solve the problems, give priority to the work with 
the people and fully mobilize the people’s revolutionary enthusiasm 
and creativity to carry out their assignment’ 


Chairman KIM JONG IL defined the WPK in a new way in his work published in 
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October 1995 'THE WORKERS’ PARTY OF KOREA IS THE PARTY OF THE GREAT 
LEADER COMRADE KIM IL SUNG' in which he wrote: 
‘Our Party is a motherly party, which takes care of the destiny of the popular 
masses under its charge, and its politics is a benevolent one in that 
it is the politics of love for the people and trust in them' 


Indeed WPK is the mother party which takes care of the peoples lives. Free 
education and free health e were introduced, long ago, indeed the free health 
system was introduced in the flames of war in 1953. Korean people receive great 
social benefits such as free housing and taxation was abolished in 1974. Even in 
the difficult period of the ‘arduous march' the Soya bean milk vans for children 
continued to deliver milk to kindergartens. 


Respected Marshal KIM JONG UN himself strongly stressed the people-first 
principle and people-orientated policy both at the 7th Congress of the Workers' 
Party of Korea in May 2016, the Sth plenary meeting of the 7th Central Committee 
of the Workers' Party of Korea in December 2019 and a number of enlarged 
meetings of the Political Bureau of the Workers Party. In the past years, great 
projects such as the construction of Changjon Street, Mirae Scientists Street and 
Samyjtyon City. 


Now the members of the Workers Party of Korea and Korean people are rushing 
forward to implement the decisions of the 8th Congress of the Workers Party of 
Korea which was held in January this year (2021). People's Korea is a people's 
paradise thanks to the Workers Party of Korea , founded by great President KIM IL 
SUNG, guided by Chairman KIM JONG IL and today led by Marshal KIM JONG 
UN, and which is a truly people-orientated party based on the Juche idea.

Is People’s China really dependent on China? 
An old horse chestnut’ 


The mainstream media, some so-called ‘academic experts' and even some on 
the Left like to portray People’s Korea as ‘dependent on China’. Some wild anti- 
DPRK and anti-China propagandists even claim that the DPRK was set up by the 
Chinese Communist Party. Of course this is blatant nonsense and a variant of the 
discredited idea that the DPRK was a creation of the USSR or China or both. It is 
an old horse chestnut that needs laying to rest. Even now some people do not 
understand self-reliance in the DPRK and think it is a slogan or an abstract 
concept. There are good relations between the DPRK and China because they are 
neighbouring countries and also fought against the Japanese and US imperialists 
together, although at different points in time there have been differences and even 
tensions between the two countries. This does not mean the DPRK is dependent 
on China. The DPRK has its own guiding ideology, the Juche idea. It is 
ideologically independent of China. 


The Democratic People’s Republic of Korea was founded on the 9th of September 
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1948, one year before the People’s Republic of China was founded on the 30th of 
September 1949. Korea was liberated in August 1945 by the Korean People’s 
Revolutionary Army led by the great leader President KIM IL SUNG. So Korea was 
liberated by its own efforts. President KIM IL SUNG actually sent troops and 
cadres of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army to assist the Chinese People’s 
Liberation Army(PLA) and Communist Party of China in its struggle against the 
reactionary KMT, the landlords and imperialists. 100, OOO troops were sent to 
China. Soldiers of the Chinese PLA were given medical treatment in the DPRK and 
PLA soldiers were able to have rest and recreation in the DPRK. Some people say 
that the DPRK depends on China for trade but this shows that they do not 
understand self-reliance and the independent national economy. Of course it 
makes sense for the DPRK to trade with China as it is a neighbouring country. 
Britain trades with both Ireland and France but no one seriously suggests that 
Britain is dependent on Ireland or France. As China has over 1 billion people living 
there and the DPRK border with China is the longest one, it is inevitable that a big 
chunk of the DPRK’s foreign trade is with China. In the DPRK foreign trade is not 
a big proportion of economic output. Foreign trade is a small percentage of gross 
national product in the DPRK unlike the south Korean puppet regime which has 
88% of its gross national product coming from foreign trade and is therefore highly 
dependent. Thus a large part of the DPRK's GDP would be unaffected by 
sanctions. $ 1 billion only amounts to about 3.5 percent of the Western estimate 
of GDP for the DPRK but as the real GDP of the DPRK is in fact higher it is a much 
lower figure. 


Visiting the DPRK during the 1990s we witnessed that there were many Chinese 
goods in the shops but nowadays there are not so many. The DPRK is making 
more things at home and further import substitution is possible. The DPRK's 
independent national economy can produce almost any product from a wrist 
watch to a nuclear missile. In the 1970s the DPRK was able to produce 98% of its 
own machinery and 75% of fuel and industrial materials. The DPRK also has an 
independent defence policy. It does not rely on other countries for defence. The 
experience of the Cuban missile crisis in 1962 taught that a small country cannot 
rely on a big country for its defence. The DPRK opted for the line of building the 
economy and defence in parallel, a unique line based on Juche and Songun. Later 
Marshal KIM JONG UN developed the Pyongjin policy of building the nuclear force 
and the economy in parallel. The DPRK has the Songun policy and independent 
nuclear deterrent to defend itself with. It also has its own munitions industry 
which goes back to the 1940s. The DPRK can produce all kinds of weaponry 
including tanks and ICBMs. It is fairly ridiculous and stereotyped to dismiss the 
DPRK as being dependent on China.

Juche and Culture’ 
(A presentation by Shaun Pickford ) 





Culture pervades all aspects of society, the material and ideological values 
characterizing the historical stage attained by social formations in the course of 
their development. The issue of culture is generally seen as being a product of the 
superstructure, rather than the structure of any given society, in other words, the 
material base. More specifically is it customary to distinguish the material realms 
such as production and machinery from the areas of art, literature, philosophy 
and ethics. The Juche Idea regards the role of culture in the struggles for class 
and national emancipation, as being of primary importance. Various 
interpretations of Marxism have viewed culture as of secondary significance or as 
a by-product of the economic-social base. 


The Juche Idea considers culture as a vital factor in the establishment of a 
revolutionary ideological outlook on the world. Cultural activities are given the 
greatest attention by the Workers' Party of Korea as the means of promoting a 
socialist consciousness among the population of the DPRK. The position of culture 
has increased in society due to the vast technological advances of the late 20th 
century and of the early 21st century, culture is indeed present in everyday 
activities in the forms of the electronic and print media and in social media. There 
cannot be any grey or neutral areas in the realms of culture, cultural movements 
can be either of a progressive or of a reactionary nature. One of the fundamental 
reasons why Korean style socialism has not only survived but actually flourishes 
is due to the fact that culture has been treated as a crucial component of the 
revolutionary struggle. Korea's culture goes back to at least Five Millennia, the 
Korean nation was at the forefront of cultural innovation. Korea had already in the 
12th century invented a metal type printing press, three centuries before 
Guntenberg. Over 6,000 volumes of Buddhist scriptures were completed as a 
result of the invention of printing. The Koreans were studying the stars at the 
Chomsongdae observatory in the era of Kogurgo, during the 7th century. 
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The first ever Iron-clad ships were manufactured for the navy of Li Sun Sin for 
repelling Japanese aggression in the Imjin War of 1592. A visitor to the Central Art 
Gallery in Pyongyang can see for themselves that Ancient Korea excelled in the 
arts and literature. Rabindranath Tagore (1861-1941), an Indian poet described 
Korea as a lamp ushering in a golden age for Asia. This golden age was to come to 
an end in 1910 when Japan formally occupied Korea. The Japanese Imperialists 
looted the rich cultural heritage of Korea and sought to wipe out Korean culture. 
Even the Korean language and the use of Korean names were suppressed by 
Japanese colonialism. When Kim IL Sung launched the revolutionary struggle 
against Japanese Imperialism, culture became a weapon of the resistance. As part 
of the revolutionizing of the masses into the fight for national liberation during the 
1930s-1940s, Kim IL Sung wrote many plays such as 'The Sea Of Blood’, 'Blood At 
An International Conference' and Three Pretenders’. The plays in question and other 
works of revolutionary art inspired the Korean people in their war against Japanese 
Imperialism. Kim IL Sung recalls in volume five of his ‘Reminiscences - With The 
Century’ how preparations were made in the secret camp at Manjiang in 1936 for 
the performance of 'Phibaba' (Sea Of Blood) and how the Anti-Japanese masses 
enthusiastically responded to the play. The progressive traditions of Korean 
culture were kept alive despite Japanese colonization by the likes of such bodies 
as the Korean Proletarian Arts. Federation. After liberation in August 1945, 
literature and art developed in the New Korea. illiteracy was eliminated throughout 
the north of Korea in the late 1940s and, democratic education and culture were 
spread to all sectors of society. Kim IL Sung exerted great efforts to wipe out the 
cultural backwardness which had been the legacy of the old society, to build a new 
socialist culture in Korea. Kim IL Sung repeatedly stressed that culture in the 
DPRK had to be socialist and national in both content and style so as to suit the 
requirements of the Korean revolution. 


Kim IL Sung placed ideology and culture on an equal scale of priority in the 
campaigns for the Three Revolutions in the battle to construct a socialist society, 
in other words, the Ideological, Technical and Cultural Revolutions. Kim Jong IL 
was skillfully able to systematize all the teachings of Kim IL Sung on the role of 
culture into a compact theoretical framework. In the 1960s and 1970s, Kim Jong 
IL was at the helm of the revolutions in the cinema, in the opera and in the 
dramatic arts of the DPRK. Kim Jong IL brought about a radical change within the 
cultural sphere beginning in the mid-1960s, overcoming formalism in the arts and 
literature and replacing them with themes which were Juche based, working class 
and revolutionary in origin. Kim Jong IL grave precedence to the revolution in the 
cinematic art and promoted the success achieved in this sphere to all other realms 
of art and literature. Kim Jong IL gave an ideological expression to the innovations 
in the art and literature through numerous treatises on cultural issues, such as 
On The Art Of The Cinema’, 'On The Art Of The Opera’, 'On Fine Art','On Juche 
Literature’, 'On The Art Of Drama' and 'On The Art of Music’. In the work 'On The Art 
of The Cinema. 
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Kim Jong IL put forwards explicitly the Juche orientated theory of culture. 'On 
The Art of The Cinema' was published on April 11th, 1973 and consists of eight 
chapters and forty-seven sections. 'On The Art Of The Cinema’ is highly regarded 
by academics and cinematographers as a classic work on the theory of film 
making. The theory of Kim Jong IL on Juche centred culture and art is that 
priority had to be attached to matters relating to Chajusong (Independence) of 
Man, the Social Being (Man in the gender-neutral sense) and depict the working 
masses as the most powerful and noble beings who aspire after independence 
worthy of the makers of history. 


Kim Jong IL provided the first scientific exposition of the human being as a social 
subject in the creation and appreciation of culture and art. The question of how 
the popular masses are to represented in the arts and literature under socialism 
was given when Kim Jong IL revealed the nature of people as independent, 
creative and conscious beings capable of moulding cultural values. The socialist 
culture must advance the cause of the independence of the popular masses in 
every aspect of cultural life. A unique aspect of Kim Jong IL's writings on culture 
was his emphasis on the 'Chonqjia' (seed) of artistic and literary creation. The seed 
of a cultural work is the basis of a given piece which unifies the subject, theme 
and ideology into an organic whole. Both the ideological and artistic qualities of an 
artistic work must be of the highest standard, neglecting either aspect would lead 
the creation not having the desired effect. In the Socialist Countries which had 
revisionist leadership, the problem of culture was overlooked and there was 
cultural opening from imperialism in these nations. Without a socialist culture, 
there cannot be a truly socialist society. Many of those Socialist Countries which 
disregarded cultural affairs succumb to counter-revolution and collapse. Some of 
the Socialist Countries in the past tried to emulate Western cultural styles and 
ended up with a substandard culture which promoted imperialist values. By 
building up the cultural front, Kim Jong IL ensured the continuation and 
consolidation of Korean-Style socialism. Kim Jong IL saw to it, that a ceaseless 
struggle was conducted against the infiltration of imperialist culture and bourgeois 
lifestyles in the DPRK. 


There have been some socialist theoreticians like Antonio Gramsci who dealt with 
the subject of culture, but it has only been Kim Jong IL who has offered a 
comprehensive and clear revolutionary theory on culture. Kim Jong IL's theories 
on culture were translated into reality with what became the flowering of Korean 
arts and literature, truly a renaissance of the 20th century. Many outstanding 
masterpieces of operatic performance were created in the 1970s under Kim Jong 
IL's guidance like The Sea Of Blood’, 'The Flower Girl’, 'A True Daughter Of The 
Party’, 'Tell Oh Forest’, ‘Song Of Mount Kumgang' and 'The Song Of Paradise’. 


The DPRK cinema enjoyed international recognition with its brilliance and 
originality, the film 'The Flower Girl’ won the highest award at the Karlovy Vary 
International Film Festival in 1972. Over the years the DPRK has produced some 
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really renowned classics of cinematic art as 'The Star Of Korea’, The Flower Girl’, 
The Nation And Destiny’, 'An Jung Gun Shoots Ito Hirobumt', 'Unknown Heroes’, 
The Country I Saw' among other feature films. Every two years Pyongyang hosts 
an International Film Festival which increasingly draws the attention of 
filmmakers from many countries. 


According to ‘Kim Jong IL: The Peoples Leader' volume 2 authored by Choe In Su 
when the Manusdae Art Troupe arrived for their performance in London during 
1972 the dock and railway workers were on strike and appreciating the art from 
Juche Korea the strikers were greatly inspired in their class struggle. Quoted at 
the time of the visit of the Manusdae Art Troupe to the UK, was the sentiment by 
theatre goers that if GMT is International Standard Time, then Korean Art is the 
best standard of human creativity. 


Kim Jong Un has advanced and applied the Kimilsungist - Kimjongilist theories 
on culture to the circumstances of the 21st century. Kim Jong Un in his letter to 
Social Scientists on December 1st, 2012, addressed the question of how the 
Juche-orientated culture has to be in step with the times and that the 
methodology of Juche should be implemented in an innovative manner. Kim Jong 
Un cites ‘The Moranbong Band' as a prime example of promoting socialist values in 
a novel and attention - grabbing way. On July 6th, 2012 The Moranbong Band' 
gave its very first performance, and since then, this all-female band has come to 
symbolize the dynamism of the Mailima Era, with their energetic dance routine 
and memorable songs. Cultural activity was used for the purpose of fostering 
north-south relations when the Winter Olympics was held in Pyengchang, south 
Korea in 2018. At the initiative of Kim Jong Un, the Samjiyon Band gave a concert 
on the occasion of the 2018 Winter Olympics in Seoul, which gave a boost to the 
drive towards opening the way of peaceful, independent reunification on the 
Korean peninsula. Incidentally, the overseas Korean composer Yun I Sang's work 
is staged in the DPRK as it reflects the historic desire of the Korean people for 
independent reunification. 


Over the past six years, many cultural amenities have either been built or 
renovated, such as The Samjiyon Orchestra Concert Hall and The Peoples Theatre. 
A delegation from the Juche Idea Study Group in September 2018, was able to 
experience for themselves two awesome illustrations of Juche orientated culture in 
the forms of the mass games ‘Glorious Country’, and the Grand Concert to mark 
the 70th anniversary of the founding of the DPRK. It is one of the tasks assigned 
to the adherents of the Juche Idea in this country (Britain) on how to formulate an 
independent, democratic and people-centred culture. All the quality cultural 
assets are the preserve of the ruling elite while working people cannot afford the 
luxury of aesthetic enlightenment in capitalist society. 


The mass consumer culture of capitalism can be seen as the biggest kind of 
narcotic in existence, even worse than the notorious drug 'Monkey-Dust', which 
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smoothers the consciousness and creativity of the working masses with its 
banality. Britain has a long and proud tradition of working-class culture as we 
recount the literacy work of Robert Tressell and the compositions of Cornelius 
Cardew. The progressive drama group, The Banner Theatre who are based in 
Birmingham, participated in The April Spring International Festival held in 
Pyongyang, showcasing the best of British Proletarian Culture. Cultural exchanges 
between Britain and the Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea should be 
encouraged and art troupes invited to perform in each other countries. It is 
through the cultural exchange can we overcome all the lies and distortions about 
the DPRK put about by the imperialist media. In this presentation, it is only 
possible to give a brief overview of the Juche theories on culture, in giving talks on 
the topics of the DPRK Cinema or the Korean Opera or Popular Music in the DPRK 
would constitute separate and detailed subjects in themselves. The teachings of 
the Great Leader President Kim IL Sung, of the Great Leader Chairman Kim Jong 
IL and the Dear Respected Marshal Kim Jong Un on culture and the arts, can be 
regarded as the most invaluable contribution to the development of socialist 
thought and practice. For the first time in history, the Juche-orientated culture of 
the DPRK has raised the concepts of human dignity and creativity to new heights, 
Juche is the way forward for all of humanity!

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Independence is the most essential and fundamental attribute of mankind, the 
social being. As General Secretary Kim Jong Il once said: 


Independence is an attribute of social man who ts desirous of living and developing 
in an independent way as master of the world and his own destiny’ 


On the strength of this quality, humanity throws off the fetters of nature, 
opposes social subjugation of all forms and puts everything at our own service. 
Independence is, first of all, an attribute that opposes subjugation and fetters of 
all forms. It is one of the most important features for man to live not to be 
shackled to the surrounding world. Animals are totally subordinated to nature, 
and can not maintain their existence when they do not adapt themselves to the 
given conditions and circumstances of nature. But humanity is aware of ourselves 
and in a certain sense separates ourselves from the surrounding world, it is even 
possible for us to live in confrontation with the world, unlike the animals. 
Humanity struggles to free ourselves from the subordination of nature. The blind 
strength of nature that surrounded people fetters mankind’s life activity and life 
considerably. But humanity uses the strength of nature instead of yielding before 
it, thus surviving and developing. Mankind also does not want to live in 
subordination to others socially. Therefore, humanity wages struggle to free 
ourselves from subordination as long as there is social subjugation and fetters. No 
one likes to live being subordinated by others. The struggle of the slaves against 
the slave system, the struggle of the farmers against the feudal system, the 
struggle of the working class against exploitation and oppression of capital and the 
struggle of the oppressed people against the colonial ruling system are the 
struggles of the popular masses to free themselves from social subjugation. The 
process in which humanity survives and works as a social being is the process of 
struggle to free ourselves from subjugation and fetters of all forms. People conduct 
continuous struggle against fetters and subjugation of the outside world unlike all 
other material beings. 


Independence is, next, an attribute of subordinating the surrounding world 
according to one’s will and demands. It is one of the important features of 
humanity to subjugate and dominate the surrounding world in conformity with 
our demand and interest, desirous of not being subordinated by anything. 
Humanity is the only being that can maintain life through dominating the world. 
Since mankind freed ourselves from the ‘animal world', we regarded the 
surrounding world as our arena of existence and activity and further expanded the 
scope of our domination in conformity with the increase of our ability and 
strength. The process of humanity’s activity is the process of subordinating and 
dominating more phenomena and things in nature. Humanity ceaselessly 
transforms, changes and dominates the society as well as nature according to our 
demands. That mankind dominates society means that mankind makes social 
relations and social wealth serve ourselves in conformity with our demands. Here 
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that humanity dominates society has nothing to do with the subjugation and 
domination of mankind by mankind. That humans subjugate and dominate 
humans is an act which is fundamentally contrary to the social nature of 
mankind. That reactionary exploiting classes and dominating classes exploit the 
popular masses is an act to infringe upon and obliterate independence of the 
masses, so it has nothing to do with mankind’s independence. So humanity not 
only fights against subjugation of the surrounding world, but also dominates it, 
thus humanity is an independent, social being. 


The quality to oppose subjugation of all sorts and the quality to make the 
surrounding world serve mankind’s demand are the contents of independence, 
and they are interlinked and expressed in the activities of the people. 


The decisive factor that defines mankind’s independence is independent 
ideological consciousness. This consciousness means the awareness of being the 
master of one’s own destiny and signifies the will to shape one’s destiny by one’s 
own initiative. In other words, this consciousness is a social consciousness that 
reflects intrinsic demand and interests of a social being who is desirous to live and 
develop as the master of the world and destiny. Only when humanity has the 
consciousness of independence can we conduct conscious activity to conquer 
nature and actively struggle against the oppressors who encroach and trample 
upon our independence. The consciousness of independence is the guarantee that 
enables humanity to have independence and this consciousness proves that 
humanity has independence. Independence is the life and soul of humanity. When 
independence is referred to as humanity’s life and soul, it means social and 
political integrity. 


Mankind has a physical life and also social political integrity. Physical life is what 
keeps a human alive as a biological organism; social and political integrity is what 
keeps us alive as a social being. As mankind is a social being, social and political 
integrity is more valuable than physical life. Accordingly, if a human is deprived of 
our social and political integrity, we are enslaved mentally, and as good as dead 
even though we are alive. What is the difference between mankind’s life and 
animal’s life, if the life of a human is simply eating, dressing and Keeping alive? In 
reality people fight against oppressors for independence, social and political 
integrity, as long as we are alive. Perhaps some people may interpret this to mean 
that physical life has no value at all. Of course, physical life is valuable for 
humanity. So people have a desire for a long life in good health and for this, they 
develop cultural fields such as public health and sports. But to simply maintain 
the physical life for mankind cannot be the fundamental purpose of life. Physical 
life has value only when it serves glorifying social and political integrity. Social and 
political integrity of humanity is maintained through the struggle to defend and 
realize independence. Social and political integrity of an individual is given and 
maintained through the struggle for the independence of the popular masses. 
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Those who do not make the struggle for independence of the popular masses, 
pursuing only indolence and pleasure of individuals can neither have social or 
political integrity. Indeed, independence is the basic attribute that keeps mankind 
alive and the life and soul of mankind, the social being. Creativity is another 
essential feature of mankind as a social being. Mankind has independence and 
also creativity. General Secretary Kim Jong Il said: 


Creativity is an attribute of humans, the social being who transforms the world 
and shapes their destiny purposefully and consciously’ 


By virtue of our creativity, humanity transforms nature and society to be more 
useful and beneficial to us, by changing the old and creating the new. 


Creativity is, first of all, a quality of social being to transform the things and 
phenomena in the surrounding world actively and purposefully in conformity with 
our desire and interest. Humans approach the surrounding world not passively 
but actively, and acts not blindly but purposefully from the independent desire 
and interest not to be subordinated by anything, but rather to dominate. Some 
people may now be wondering if it is considered creativity that animals dig caves 
and build nests with twigs and leaves of trees. Of course, this is reasonable 
because monkeys and chimpanzees get food by using stones and sticks and 
beavers build embankments to protect their places by cutting trees. But such 
activities of animals are never creative in terms of Juche philosophy. As we 
learned in a previous episode, creativity is an attribute of mankind, the social 
being which develops ceaselessly through a socio-historical process to higher and 
higher levels. 


So in the case of animals the methods of their activities should be changed and 
developed according to conditions and circumstances with passage of time. But 
their activities are the same in the past and at present. Animals that had dug 
caves thousands or tens of thousands of years ago are now still digging caves to 
live and the animals that had made nests long time ago are now doing the same 
continuously. Monkeys too have used stones and sticks for their living for years, 
but they have not developed the tools even a little over the long course of their 
time in the world. This tells us that animals activities are not creative from the 
Juche philosophical definition of creativity. Furthermore it shows that animals 
have not consciousness and accordingly, they can never make any purposeful and 
conscious transformation of the surrounding world. Humanity however, is 
fundamentally different from this. 


Of course, humans have sometimes used the natural circumstances and living 
materials of the surrounding world as they are. But then, even in this case, we 
change and remake the structures, forms and characteristics in conformity with 
our interests and demands. People abolish or change the unfavorable or 
unnecessary living conditions in our favor. We build embankments or change the

flow direction of rivers in order to prevent flood damage. Since we change and 
remake structures, forms and characteristics of things and phenomena in the 
surrounding world, we are able to dominate the surrounding world for the sake of 
meeting our interests and demands. People not only change and remake things 
and phenomena in the surrounding world but also create new things that do not 
exist in ready-made forms in the surrounding world. We are not satisfied with the 
given things in nature and continuously create new things, expressed from the 
independent desire of the people. 


The most important characteristic of the creative activity of humanity is that we 
do not confine ourselves to the partial changing and remaking of the given things 
but creates new things that do not exist in readymade forms in the surrounding 
world. Modern information equipment such as robots and computers which 
replace heavy labor of people with automatic machines, and the material and 
mental wealth necessary for the living conditions are products of the creative 
activity of the people. By our creative activity, humanity makes new things and 
artificial things which can not be made by nature itself and continuously expands 
the scope of domination of the surrounding world with these things. The quality to 
remake and change things and phenomena in the surrounding world and to make 
new things are linked with each other as the contents of creativity and are 
manifested in human activities to transform the world in a unified and planned 
way. Scientific and technical knowledge is the basic factor to define creativity, one 
of the essential attributes of mankind. 


Scientific and technical knowledge is a social consciousness that reflects the 
essence of things and phenomena, the laws of motion and methods to apply them. 
Humanity can conduct creative activity to abolish the old and create the new 
because we have scientific and technical knowledge. Of course our creative activity 
is connected with experience and function, skills and physical strength. But 
practical experience, function and skills do not play a more decisive role than 
scientific and technical knowledge. And furthermore, physiological ability and 
physical strength itself are only the material foundation and guarantee for our 
creative activity. 


The main thing in determining the creative activity of humanity is the scientific 
and technical knowledge which prepares our creative ability. Because of the 
continuous development of scientific and technical knowledge, the creative ability 
of humanity can develop more and more. What is important here is the fact that 
scientific and technical knowledge is not quite the same as creativity although 
they are closely interrelated with each other. Only when mankind has scientific 
and technical knowledge, will we be a being with creativity. Creativity, in Juche 
philosophy is the concept to characterize the creative activity humanity makes 
with scientific and technical knowledge. On the other hand, scientific and 
technical knowledge is the fundamental guarantee that enables humanity to have 
creativity and is proof that we have creativity. As there is a saying ‘knowledge is

power’, humanity is the most powerful being in the world owing in part to our 
creativity and can become a complete master of the world with the continuous 
development of our creative ability. Humanity is a social being with independence 
and creativity and also with consciousness. General Secretary Kim Jong II said: 


‘Consciousness is an attribute of humanity, the social being, which determines all 
their endeavors to understand and reshape the world and themselves' 


Humanity’s activity to understand the world and ourselves is the cognitive 
activity and our activity to reshape the world is the practical activity. 
Consciousness is an attribute to determine humanity's cognitive and practical 
activity. Because we have consciousness, mankind understands the world and the 
laws of its motion and development, reshapes nature and society as we desire. No 
other living matters control their activities consciously. They only move by their 
instinctive demand and do not control their instinct itself. Animals do not have 
consciousness. Therefore, animals do not cognize and generalize to understand 
the laws of nature and motion and so can not reshape the world purposefully and 
consciously. But humanity's behavior is fundamentally different from animals’ 
behavior. 


Animal's behavior is defined by instinct whereas mankind’s activity is defined by 
consciousness. As we has biological aspects, in humanity's activity there can be 
unconscious activity made by instinct. Desire for food or sleep is the demand of 
biological instinct. For humanity however, the action of biological instinct is 
secondary, and our activities are defined by consciousness in general. 
Consciousness defines man’s activity firstly, because it is the attribute that defines 
the purpose and direction of mankind’s activities. Animals are not aware of their 
demand and accordingly can not act intentionally. They escape from unfavorable 
circumstances looking for favorable conditions to survive. These behaviors are 
made not consciously after being aware of their demand but made unconsciously 
and spontaneously by instinct. 


Unlike this, humanity is aware of our demands and interests and cognizes the 
law of movement of the world and then makes creative activities accordingly. Since 
we have consciousness, whenever we approach something we think whether it is 
useful or not and how to make it useful. Nobody works at random without any 
calculation. So one aspect of consciousness is mankind’s attribute to be aware of 
our demands and interests and act consciously according to it. Secondly 
consciousness is the attribute to define the will and power displayed in the 
activities to cognize and transform the world and ourselves. Will and power are the 
main factors that decide the success of cognition and transformation. Such 
activities accompany complicated struggle so we display our will and power to 
score Successes, and overcome difficulties. And the degree of display of our will 
and power is defined by consciousness. As an example, revolutionaries possess 
indomitable fighting capacity based on the high ideological awareness, they adhere 
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to the revolutionary principles even when they are arrested and tortured by 
enemies, Surmounting all difficulties and trials without caring for indescribable 
hunger only for the sake of revolution. 


Consciousness makes it possible to set purpose and direction of human activity 
and defines The will and fighting capacity. These two aspects are inseparably 
linked with each other and control all the activities of mankind to understand and 
reshape nature and society. Consciousness is the high-class function of the most 
developed brain in the physical organism of humans. The brain plays the pivotal 
role in humanity's life activity, and consciousness, a function of the brain, 
commands life activity of humans. Since humans have consciousness, we conduct 
activity purposefully and consciously with a certain desire and we can understand 
the essence of the world, its laws and reshape and develop it as we desire. It is 
necessary to mention that consciousness has, in its contents, ideological 
consciousness and knowledge. And out of them, ideological consciousness takes 
the most important place. Ideological consciousness is the consciousness that 
reflects the demand and interests of mankind. Since different classes exist in the 
class society, class character is defined according to which class’s demand and 
interests the ideological consciousness of the state, and thus reflects. Ideological 
consciousness assumes class character and there can not be super class ideology, 
that is ideology standing above and transcending class in the class society. 
Ideological consciousness that reflects the demands and interests of the 
progressive classes is the progressive ideological consciousness and the ideological 
consciousness that reflects demand and interests of the reactionary exploiting 
class and ruling class is reactionary ideological consciousness. On the other hand 
knowledge is the consciousness that reflects the essence, character and methods 
to transform the objective material objects and energies according to humanity's 
demands. 


Knowledge that correctly reflects is scientific knowledge, and truth and 
knowledge that wrongly reflects is unscientific knowledge and false. Scientific 
knowledge makes humanity seek rational methods to transform the world 
according to the characteristics of the material world. Ideological consciousness 
and knowledge are independent but interlinked. Ideological consciousness defines 
the formation of knowledge and the direction of usage of knowledge, in other 
words for what purpose. And the higher ideological consciousness mankind has, 
the more actively we work to acquire scientific knowledge and the more actively we 
use it for the society, collective and people. On the other hand, scientific 
knowledge is the basis for acquiring a correct ideological consciousness. In order 
to have a correct ideological consciousness, people should have correct knowledge 
about the material world. 


This way we will be able to understand correctly whether something is suitable to 
our demands and interests or not and thus have a correct ideological 
consciousness on that basis. It is likely almost everyone knows that some people 
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devote themselves for the good of the country and people, society and the collective 
and become heroes to the people, but others do harmful work for society and the 
collective by pursuing only their comfortable life, hoarded wealth and material 
abundance and, become traitors and reactionaries. This is because they have 
different ideologies, not different knowledge. The purpose and method of activities 
depend on whether one has progressive idea that reflects the demand and 
interests of the progressive class or a reactionary idea that reflects the demand 
and interests of the exploiter ruling class. This is why it can be said that 
ideological consciousness is more important than knowledge in the long run. To 
summarize, as a high level function of our highly developed brain, consciousness 
includes ideological consciousness and knowledge as the main contents. So 
consciousness enables man to act purposefully and consciously and thus to be a 
social being with consciousness. Independence, creativity and consciousness are 
expressed in a unified way and it would be incorrect to think of humanity's activity 
as the expression of only one attribute such as independence or creativity or 
consciousness. 


Humanity's activity is the expression of independence, creativity and 
consciousness. And these three characters of mankind, the social being are always 
expressed in a unified way, because they are interlinked. Independence is the 
factor that displays creativity, and creativity is the guarantee for the realization of 
independence. Since mankind lives independently and develops as the master of 
the world and our own destiny, we conduct creative activity to transform the world 
and shape our destiny. Therefore, the higher independence humanity has, the 
higher creativity we can display. The higher humanity's independent desire, 
demands, awareness and will to live and develop as the master of the world and 
our own destiny, the more actively we conduct creative activity. On the other 
hand, only when one gives free scope to creativity, will one be able to realize 
independence. The higher humanity's creativity is, the more creative activity we 
conduct and the better we can realize independence. Without creativity, no 
independent demands could be realized. 


Consciousness is the premise of and guarantee for independence and creativity. 
Without consciousness that defines the activity to understand and transform the 
world and ourselves, it would be inconceivable to have independence and 
creativity. Humanity can have independent demands and conduct creative activity 
to realize it because we have consciousness. The higher consciousness humanity 
has, the better we can conduct creative activity to have a deep understanding of 
the world and our destiny. The level of consciousness decides the level of 
independence and creativity and the level of displaying them. The process of 
humanity's activity is the process of displaying independence, creativity and 
consciousness in a unified way, and independent, creative and conscious activity 
is the peculiar mode of existence of humanity that is qualitatively different from 
animals. Philosophy contributes to defining the essential method of shaping the 
destiny of humanity by giving a world outlook, an integral system of viewpoint, 
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attitude and stand on the world as a whole as opposed to giving the viewpoint and 
attitude to some specific things and phenomena like in other sciences. And the 
basic question, the start-point question that can evolve all philosophical problems 
logically is the fundamental question of philosophy. It is therefore a prerequisite 
for the evolution of scientific and revolutionary world outlook to correctly raise the 
fundamental question of philosophy. 

General Secretary Kim Jong Il said: 


‘Since the question of the world’s origin had been made clear by the materialistic 
viewpoint, the Juche idea raised a new problem concerning the position and role of 
humanity in the world as the basic question of philosophy and gave an answer 
to the question of who is the master of the world.’ 


So the fundamental question of philosophy that is raised by the Juche idea is 
the question of the position and role of humanity in the world. The relation 
between the world and humanity is very complex and diverse. But the basic 
question in the relation of the world and humanity is the question of the position 
and role of humans in the world. In other words, this question is one of whether 
humanity dominates the world or is dominated by the world and the question of 
what role humanity plays in transforming and developing the world, so it is the 
fundamental question of philosophy raised centering on humanity. The 
fundamental question of Juche philosophy becomes a new thesis in the basic 
question of philosophy. Because it fulfills the requirement of the law of 
development of the world outlook of humankind. Philosophy has a thousand years 
long history and many philosophical schools and well-known philosophers have 
issued various philosophical viewpoints in its long history. General Secretary Kim 
Jong Il said: 


In the past the relations between substance and consciousness, between being and 
thinking were regarded as the basic question of philosophy 


In the past the relations between matter and consciousness, between being and 
thinking were regarded as the basic question of philosophy. This is the question of 
which is prior, matter or consciousness. Here materialism means that matter is 
primary and consciousness comes from matter, whereas idealism means that 
consciousness is primary and matter comes from consciousness. The previous 
philosophies were classified into materialism which analyzed the world 
materialistically and idealism which analyzed the world idealistically according to 
the understanding of the relationship between matter and consciousness. Since 
the beginning of the philosophical thinking of humankind, the long history of 
philosophical development is the history of struggle between these two conflicting 
philosophical world outlooks. Obviously it is impossible for me to say everything 
about the development of the two trends of philosophy, materialism and idealism, 
but what is important to understand is that the relations between matter and 
consciousness, being and thinking were regarded as the fundamental question of 
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philosophy and the controversy that continued for thousands of years finally 
ended in the 40s of the 19th century after the emergence of the Marxist 
materialistic dialectical world outlook. You might be asking why did the previous 
philosophies have to regard the relations between matter and consciousness, 
being and thinking as the fundamental question of philosophy? 


This is because once upon a time the people were seized by unscientific illusion 
for the lack of understanding about their circumstances. For example, people in 
previous ages did not understand the reason for lightning and thundering, why 
the moon sometimes looked round and sometimes crescent. So they generally 
imagined all phenomena were caused by miracles of supernatural 'beings' like 
Jupiter and other deities. But the people, through the constant struggle to 
conquer nature and shape their destiny, revealed the secrets of nature and freed 
themselves from mystic illusion, and in this course, gained a more accurate 
understanding of the surrounding world, learning its laws. Without understanding 
the surrounding world which restricts them and about the origin of the world, they 
can not understand or shape their destiny. 


So the people raised the question of the origin of the world, the question of 
mutual relation between matter and consciousness as the basic question of 
philosophy from the early period of the development of philosophy itself and the 
question was scientifically answered by the Marxist dialectical materialistic world 
outlook. But it was not the end of the development of the world outlook. With the 
question of the origin of the world, and it's laws of material motion answered 
scientifically. People become greatly interested in having a correct understanding 
about themselves, especially about humanity's position and role in the world. In 
other words, under the conditions in which the question of the origin of the world 
was answered scientifically and accurately thanks to dialectical materialism, itis a 
lawful requirement in the development of world outlook to clarify humanity's 
position and role in the world. 


The Juche Idea raised humanity's position and role in the world as the 
fundamental question of philosophy by fulfilling such lawful requirements, thus 
newly renovating the fundamental question of the past philosophies and shining 
new light on them. 


Next, the fundamental question of the Juche philosophy correctly reflects the 
requirements of our age, the era of independence. A new age requires a new 
outlook on the world and the development of the age is accompanied by the 
development of the world outlook. Our age is the new age of history, the age of 
independence in which the people’s struggle for independence takes place in a 
more broad and diversified way in the worldwide arena than ever before, and the 
imperialists align in order to check their advance. Accordingly, the age of 
independence, the age of Juche requires a world outlook that enables the popular 
masses to shape their destiny independently and creatively with a high awareness

that they are masters of their destiny. 


What is important in establishing the world outlook in our era is the question of 
humanity's position and role in the world. Only when this question is raised and 
answered, is it possible to give correct philosophical answers to the important and 
principled questions in the revolutionary practice of our times, questions such as 
whether the popular masses could shape their destiny with their own strength or 
not, and whether the people in each country could achieve liberation and build a 
new, free and prosperous society with their own strength or not. 


The Juche idea reflected such requirements of our era and newly raised the 
question of humanity's position and role in the world as the fundamental question 
of philosophy and answered it, thus brilliantly carrying out the task as required in 
the philosophical world outlook of our times.

Truth of the DPRK' 


The world’s unanimous curiosity about the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea is how the country has been able to withstand the harsh sanctions by the 
West. But the country’s image in the face of sanctions is 'mysteriously' positive. It 
is doubtful whether it is under the unprecedentedly harsh sanctions. 


‘Mysterious Strength’ the sanctions and pressure imposed by the West on the 
DPRK is aimed at leading it to ‘wither away' by making all its fields and its 
economy in particular stagnant, suffocated and collapsed. However, the country’s 
economy remains stabilized under the super-intense sanctions. It is recording a 
rising curve, not a rising and then falling curve that is frequently witnessed in the 
capitalist economies. 


The country is furnished with the system that relies on the domestic materials 
and techniques in iron and steel making and in the production of fibre and 
fertilizer; it is making a change in construction in line with the demands of the 
new era, and turning out its indigenous tube trains, tractors, trams, trolley buses, 
buses and trucks. 


The shops are stocked mostly with the goods of domestic brands, and this 
demonstrates the qualitative and quantitative growth of the country’s light 
industry. The newly-built or renovated architectural structures are in no way 
inferior to the world’s best. Ryomyong Street, which foreigners visiting the DPRK 
praise as a 'people’s street in the 21st century’, was built in a year; the 44 blocks of 
skyscraping, multi-storeyed apartment houses of 4 800 flats and the 40 public 
facilities are energy-saving and green buildings. The ‘mysterious strength’ that 
propels such remarkable development is none other than the spirit of self-reliance. 
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It is the invariable will of the DPRK not to rely on others but advance by its own 
efforts. 


The reality of the DPRK, which is growing stronger, achieving a miraculous 
development and creating a happier life in the face of the harsh sanctions, serves 
as a textbook that teaches how countries and nations that aspire after anti- 
imperialist independence should fight the arrogant and high-handed Western 
countries. Reality of the Country of 'Mystery North Korea’ is a country of evil. The 
people are uncouth and there is nothing complete. Not a taxi can be found. Many 
people are homeless. What is the country’s reality that is reflected on the eyes of 
the foreign visitors? They are unanimous in saying that the DPRK is a country free 
of not only the unemployed, wanderers and beggars but also murder, robbery, 
drug abuse and prostitution, the outcome of mental deformation and an inevitable 
product of the capitalist society. 


The DPRK is invariably enforcing policies of love for the people and future even in 
the face of the inhuman blockades, pressure and sanctions by the West. 


The children are regarded as the kings of the country; in the palaces and halls 
for them, which are ubiquitous in the country, children give fullest play to their 
wishes and talents without paying a penny, a reality quite different from the 
Western countries where children regard it as essential to them to possess 
bulletproof blankets against gun violence. In the Okryu Children’s Hospital 
situated in Pyongyang, the capital city of the country, there are classrooms and 
teachers for the in-patients for their uninterrupted learning during hospitalization. 
Visiting this hospital constitutes a good chance for experiencing the free medical 
care and compulsory education enforced in the country. 


The Pyongyang Maternity Hospital delivers triplets now and then, and the state’s 
policy for them is worthy of attention; mothers are not subject to any charges from 
the day of being hospitalized to the day of leaving the hospital; moreover, a silver 
dagger is awarded to a boy baby and the father of triplets and a gold ring to a girl 
baby and the mother of the triplets. 


Someone once said that the era without gold was truly a ‘golden era’, and the 
DPRK, which is full of affection and human feeling, harmony and happiness, is an 
ideal land'in a ‘golden era’, isn’t it? 


If this is a ‘country of evil' as the West claims it to be, how should we call the 
Western society, in which fraudulence, trickery, conflict, confrontation and the law 
of the jungle are the mainstay of the social relations?

The DPRK: How Does the World See This Country? 


September 9th this year marks the 73rd founding anniversary of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea. Over the past seven decades of its development the 
country has demonstrated its dignity and honour, overcoming all sorts of 
challenges and difficulties. We look back on its history through the names it was 
called in each period. 


'Democratic Korea' 


On August 15, 1945, Korea was liberated from Japan’s military occupation. It 
was a task of the times confronting the Korean people to decide which road the 
new Korea should take. Korea adopted the road of Korean-style democracy, 
progressive democracy, not the road of Soviet-style democracy nor the US-style 
democracy. 


On the basis of the founding of the people’s government and the implementation 
of democratic reforms such as the agrarian reform, nationalization of key 
industries and gender equality, the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, the 
people’s country with the working masses as its masters, was founded on 
September 9, 1948. The world people called the new Korea democratic Korea. 
‘Heroic Korea’ The Korean war (1950-1953) waged by the imperialist allied forces 
led by the US that boasted of being the 'strongest' in the world to stifle the DPRK, 
which was only two years old since its founding, was literally a 'confrontation 
between an A-bomb and a rifle’. 


Few thought that Korea would win the war. But the Korean people repulsed the 
imperialist aggressors and defended the country. Many people in the world praised 
the DPRK as heroic Korea as it created a myth of bringing to its knee the 
imperialist power. 

'‘Chollima Korea’ 


The appearance of post-war Korea was such that it could not be expressed as 
‘lashes’. 


The US claimed that Korea could not rise again even in one hundred years. 
However, the Korean people have turned out in the struggle to create a new life. 
After completing reconstruction in less than three years, it carried out the 
centuries old task of socialist industrialization in 14 years, running in the spirit of 
legendary Chollima, a horse that can run 400 kilometers a day. The word Chollima 
Korea is widely spread around the world. 


'Land of Juche' 
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The whole course covered by the DPRK can be called the process of applying the 
Juche idea. After its founding, the country has achieved remarkable successes in 
socialist construction by thoroughly applying the Juche idea and dealing with 
everything in conformity with its specific conditions and the interests of its people. 
Universal free medical care and free education were enforced and a heyday of 
socialism was opened in all fields of society. The Juche idea has been widely 
disseminated to the world; more than 1 100 research and dissemination 
organizations in over 100 countries have been formed with the International 
Institute of Juche Idea and regional organizations as the centres. The country has 
become widely known as the land of Juche.

The collapse of socialism in one country after another at the end of the last 
century weakened the faith in socialism among many people of the world. At that 
time, Chairman Kim Jong Il of the National Defence Commission of the DPRK 
made public important works, including Socialism Is a Science, which proved the 
scientific accuracy and truthfulness of socialism and the inevitability of its victory.

Some people like to dismiss the record of People’s Korea and the Workers Party 
of Korea (WPK) in opposing and combating modern revisionism ignoring the fact 
that the WPK led by President KIM IL SUNG and Chairman KIM JONG IL opposed 
modern revisionism from the start. People’s Korea and the Workers Party of Korea 
strongly opposed modern revisionism but from an independent position. 


President KIM IL SUNG said that: 


In 1955, therefore, our Party set forth the definite policy of establishing Juche, and 
has been persistently urging an energetic ideological struggle to carry it through ever 
since. The year 1955 marked a turning point in our Party's consistent struggle 
against dogmatism. It was also at that time, in fact, that we started our struggle 
against modern revisionism that had emerged within the socialist camp. 

Our struggle against dogmatism was thus linked up 
with the struggle against modern revisionism’. 


Whilst at the august KIM IL SUNG university the young comrade KIM JONG IL in 
the early 1960s he wrote works such as the ‘The Characteristics of Modern 
imperialism and Its Aggressive Nature’, 'On the Appearance of Modern Revisionism ' 
and ‘On the Reactionary Nature of Modern Revisionism and Our Party's 
Revolutionary Stand in the Anti-revisionist Struggle’. 


Comrade KIM JONG IL visited Albanian students at the university on the 
national day of Albania in the early 1960s which was a gesture of solidarity 
towards Albania which was under pressure from the big power chauvinists and 
modern revisionists. The DPRK press published articles such as 'Let Us Defend the 
Socialist Camp’ and ‘Hold high the revolutionary banner of national liberation’ which 
criticized modern revisionism. 


Of course the DPRK was one of a number of countries in the 1960s that opposed 
modern revisionism. However some of these countries collapsed or fell by the 
wayside. One country that had styled itself as the most anti-revisionist country 
and bulwark of the world proletarian revolution even made friends with the 
imperialists and opted for 'reform' and ‘opening up’. 


However the DPRK has stood firm against modern revisionism. 1978 comrade 
KIM JONG IL declared that: 


‘Revisionism ts a reflection of the capitalist ideology that 
has cropped up in the communist movement 
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and is the most dangerous counterrevolutionary ideological trend' 
and put forward the slogan ‘Let Us Live Our Own Way. 


When socialism was frustrated in a number of countries in the late 1980s and 
early 1990s, People’s Korea bravely held high the red flag of socialism and 
denounced revisionism. The WPK rallied the communist and socialist parties of 
the world by publishing the Pyongyang Declaration to defend and uphold 
socialism. The Pyongyang Declaration has now been signed by many parties in the 
world.

Foundations of the theory of man’s development 
as a social being and in social life 
under the guidance of the Juche Philosophy’ 


The standpoint of this theory is the revolutionary Juche Philosophy and its 
interactions with the popular masses with emphasis on basic fundamentals 
principles of the Juche Philosophy: independence, consciousness and creativity. 


The theory also completely agrees with the Juche Philosophy and based on it as 
foundations with three main principles: independence, consciousness and 
creativity which explains their progress and also brings to understanding a wider 
view of the aspect of work in society and the basic factors that determine that 
process. 


The theory confirms the thesis that the revolutionary philosophy of Juche is the 
philosophy to explain us social processes in popular masses under dialectical and 
universal laws as are the bases to Marxism - Leninist ideology. 


This theory confirms the thesis that the Juche revolutionary philosophy explains 
the laws of social development, the laws of social life that are followed by the 
masses of the people. Just as Marxism - Leninism is guided and applied by 
historical materialism, the dialectic of history to the processes of development of 
societies in individual stages of development, the same objective and dialectical 
laws of nature determine the development of social life in Juche and in the theory 
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that embraces and develops it, explaining it more broadly. 
Also, the important standpoint to this theory is Karl Marx quotation: 


It is not the consciousness of men that determines their being, but, on the contrary, 
their social being that determines their consciousness' 


So social being is the determinant of consciousness. It is a very useful statement 
for this theory, because it gives us one of the main standpoints. The level of being 
in matters to Juche basic values: independent, consciousness and creativity - is 
dependent on being. Being a man is influenced by various external factors 
(geographical location, climate, financial and material level of an individual, 
culture and tradition) and internal factors such as the degree of self-discipline, 
knowledge, life experience, etc. 


We have no opportunity to influence external factors or we have a very limited 
influence only, contrary to internal factors and their level depends on us. 


This theory is not an idealistic theory. Just as the Juche Idea is not idealistic 
also and is based on historical and dialectical materialism, the same Juche Idea is 
an original philosophy in which the objective laws of the nature of dialectical 
processes operate, the same is that theory. 


Values: independence, consciousness and creativity being the subject of research 
in this theory are not idealistic values, no idealistic terms, but definitions of social 
processes and states in relation to the masses of people and the individual of man. 
These are neither idealistic beliefs nor religious ideals. Rather, these values are the 
result and a specific state of existence of a social situation of the man, of the life 
situation, which is a derivative of physicochemical processes in a human being. 
These physicochemical processes in the minds of people are dependent on their 
existence, on their social being (it proves Marx) on objective external and 
subjective internal factors. It also proves the materialistic character of this theory. 


In order to see the values of the Juche Idea in social life and this theory correlated 
to the Juche Idea, one must first understand what social life is. 


Social life, as scientists explained, is, next to biological life, the basic domain of 
every human being. We come into the world among other people and we have 
interactions with others all the time in life. 


Social life is the domain of the human being. Animals live in a certain 
community, although there is a certain hierarchy in it, there is no real and fully 
conscious, fully conscious relationship between group members. 


On the other hand, human social life presupposes the formation of a so-called 
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social bond, with certain permanent relationships. Social life has an impact on a 
few conditions: biological, geographical, economical and cultural. On the basis of 
social life an important role is played by the environment as well as economic 
foundations with the various forms of organizations that unite people to the social 
activities. 


For example, the simple material forms of being alive are flowers. Flowers are 
also alive, but apart from whether they have any awareness (scientist question) at 
any small and limited level, they do not act consciously in their existence like 
humans. 


Animals have a limited level of consciousness focused to fulfill their biological 
needs only and act according to instinct. However in comparison to animals, the 
existence of a life form as flora and the plant world, is a lower level than the next 
and higher ladder of the evolution of the life of nature in animals. 


Human with his mind is the original product of nature material's evolution and 
mind functions with the original way of working out us as the highest product of 
nature's evolution. 


Now when we define social life generally, we look into Juche Philosophy in order 
to see and understand the implications, interactions and connections between 
Juche Idea and man, in terms of social life. 


The level of social life could be very high in a country like DPRK as we see why 
later on, or could be a minimal volume or not exist in society whatsoever. There is 
no contradiction to the man's features who is a social being from the time he is 
born. It is this dependence of this level of social life of an individual, each person, 
depends on other factors. But, the man is the main factor. These factors are just 
not only as described generally conditions: geographical, cultural and economical. 
These factors are also as specified conditions are to be included in the 
characteristics of a human being as a social being, which just the Juche 
philosophy stressed out and guided us. 


Three basic principles of Juche Idea, are the main values of this phenomenal pro 
- human philosophy and are features of the life of a social being. These are: 
independence, consciousness and creativity. 


So, the essential features of man are independence, consciousness and 
creativity. These features qualify man as a social being not just a material being. 
The social life and its level and intensity is expressed in the exposition of the 
philosophical principles of Juche in individual and collective life. It aspect this 
requires every member of society to be aware of its creative power and 
independence as follows to Leader Kim Jong Il said: 
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‘Proceeding from the philosophical principle that man occupies the position of master 
in the world and plays the decisive role in advancing the world and in shaping his 
own destiny, the Juche idea demands that man should always be regarded as the 
central factor, that everything should be approached from an independent point of 

view and that all activities should be creative 
so as to contribute to enhancing the position and role of man' 


Does that mean man in capitalist society has no social life? No. There is still 
any level of social life and participation for it but it is limited. 


These limitations arise from the exploitative nature of the economic system, 
which, by operating not for the satisfaction of human needs as the main goal, but 
for profit, creates barriers and limitations to the development of the social life of 
the individual and society as a whole. 


Now we move to wider explanations of the theory in relation to the man as a 
social being. 


In order to explaining by the graphic way how the three basic principles of the 
Juche Idea are implicated to progress to man. 


In start point to understanding The theory of man development as a social being 
in social life under the guidance of Juche Philosophy’, we should bring ‘Maslow's 
Hierarchy of Needs’. The hierarchy of the Russian scientist Maslow (1943 - 1954), 
in psychology shows us a five - tier model of human needs. The essential point 
taken to my theory is the argument, that if the lower human needs are fulfilled, 
man is start to aspire for fulfill his higher stage of needs. 


We see that if man is to have the lower stage needs fulfilled, he starts to achieve 
a higher level of his consciousness about being and aspire to a higher level of 
existence characterized by progress in creativity. 


Whether a man is hungry and thirsty and without providing a place to live, sleep 
or clothes and other basic necessities, will think about other needs of the higher 
order such as culture, books or philosophical discussions. Of course not. The 
same if man has reached a higher level of the self - awareness as first in fulfilling 
the basic needs and growing consciousness is the ability to start making changes 
in order to transform the world in a creative way. 


Now, I am going to make a similar to Maslow statement as the principle to my 
theory. To show graphically the above statements of my theory. So, as Maslow 
done with his hierarchy of needs, shows in the graphic structure of pyramid, I am 
going to put up side down the pyramid and we can see the scheme of 
emancipation man in participations for social life in terms to factors follow to 
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Juche Idea.

Maslow's pyramid of hierarchy of the human needs 


In my theory, The theory of man development as a social being, in social life under 
the guidance of Juche Philosophy'. Maslow hierarchy of needs next to the Juche 
Philosophy and Marx's theorem, it is a starting point. 


Maslow foresaw intellectual needs but did not assign them to social life, which 
begins when the basic needs of a lower level from the Maslow's hierarchy 
described as a physiological, safety, belongingness, esteem with self - actualization 
are the limit, there are start to be a process of independent of the man as a social 
being in social life in my theory. 


We can notice that the rotated pyramid as a graphic presentation of my theory is 
a cone. The rotated pyramid in the inner three fields of independence, 
consciousness and creativity opens wider and enlarges its area of fields in each 
one. This opening is a graphic symbol of the development of the social life of the 
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man in correlation alike to the individual person and popular masses as whole 
society but on different scales. The least in the first field - independence as it is 
the introduction to the liberation of social life in meeting basic needs, and then 
through the growing level (wider inner field of the cone) of consciousness 
developing in the process of reaching the highest stage of creativity (the highest 
and most open inner field of the cone). 


An arrow connecting individual areas of the stages of social life progress as 
independence, consciousness and creativity means development, a dialectical 
process of improving the social being of a man.

Process to shapes the life of the man 
in the Juche Idea in order to social life' 


So first is INDEPENDENCE. A man who is fully independent of objective 
conditions of the world, material conditions can start to aspire to higher needs. 
Independence gives the man an opportunity to grow his consciousness about 
himself and the world around him. Only if all of five-tier human needs expressed 
by Maslow of him hierarchy are realized (whether in which stage it is a different 
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subject to research) a man can start progress in processing his social life to next 
stage is consciousness, to be more consciousness in grow his self - awareness to 
world he is alive and all things around him. 


Secondly, CONSCIOUSNESS as growing process from an independent life, when 
the first physiological, biological needs are completely fulfilled, makes man to the 
higher stage of being alive and from simple existential being to the first stages of 
the social being, it is as a grows consciousness and fulfilled to lower needs of man 
life he is starts to aspire for process of create his life to be better and transform 
the world to his needs in order to his life. 


Thirdly CREATIVITY is the last stage of the social being progress, in this stage a 
man can start participate to shape his destiny and be active in social life because 
is fully aware of his life in order not only to fulfill or stay to remain a useless 
thinker and creator of theories or views but as a practical participant to transform 
the world in realistic way. In the way to realize his happiness and to bring benefits 
for a better life. 


My thesis: these factors such as independence, consciousness and creativity are 
both stages of development of social life and its determinants are relevant to man, a 
social being, social man. 


DPRK society maintains a high level of social life at the level of smaller 
communities, local smaller communities and also in social life throughout the 
country. This is because Juche sets the basic directions for social life in order to 
guide the people's activities. The basic directions are basic values, fundamental 
principles as explained before. 


Why is there a high level of participation in social life? 


In DPRK hours to study is the system of social life that exists on a balanced 
schedule of daily life. It is eight hours of work, eight hours to rest and eight hours 
to study. It gives people a proper balance in life. The balance between work and 
free time is enriched for the third aspect of life: study time. 


Comrade Kim Il Sung said: 


‘Our Party is now demanding that a system of working eight hours, studying eight 
hours and resting eight hours be established even for the workers. 
Intellectuals should naturally study harder...’ 


In capitalist countries if we look into most of the working class daily life, the 
balance is not exist and the time of daily life is dominated mostly by work, by 
working hours to get enough money in order to provide as much fulfillment 
(sometimes not so even), the basic needs like shows on the Maslow hierarchy of 
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human needs, on the bottom of the pyramid. The more evaluated factors of life as 
a human and social being cannot be expressed and are suppressed and limited, 
dormant. This does not mean, of course, that man does not have these 
characteristics. They still exist but cannot develop and grow in the proper full way, 
in the liberated way, because lower stage needs like biological, physiological are 
the main determinant of their life. These activities like work to earn money and 
other strictest physiological and simple are focused in their life to fulfill these 
lower stage needs, it is to satisfaction lower stage needs dominate the everyday life 
of a person as a social being. 


General Secretary Kim Jong II said. 


‘Creativity is an attribute of humans, 
the social being who transforms the world 
and shapes their destiny purposefully and consciously. ' 


Thus, we can assume that the higher stage of the level of achievement of a 
particular stage of development, which are precisely the basic features of Juche: 
independence, consciousness and creativity - are expressed on the higher degree 
of man's participation in social life. The independence stays as a first and 
determines others. Each lower level determines the development of the next and is 
interrelated. 


The start is always to independence them going through grows to consciousness 
to bring creativity. 


My thesis: the higher the level of satisfaction of the lower human needs, such as 
biological, ... which are assigned to independence factor, the higher is the growth of 
self-awareness in consciousness factor and also the capacity of achieving a higher 
level of creativity factor running mutually with other two factors, running through to 
the man daily in order to social life activities, transforms and changes the world 
and adapts it to his needs. 


How the Peoples Korea society is implementing in the practical way to the daily 
life Juche values? 


Peoples Korea in applying the Juche in practice to society, sees the social lives of 
the popular masses as important. The popular masses are the subject for 
implementation of the factors of the progress to processing social life. 


Leader Kim Jong Il said: 


The activities of the popular masses for independent life assume 
a creative character. Man fills his vital needs through creative activity’ 
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So, people in DPRK are aware of their historical mission to their country and play 
a decisive role in creating a man - centred outlook, to their life collectively and 
individually. They fill vital needs by being creatively active in social and economic 
country life. Popular masses are united by all individual needs and aspirations 
play a decisive role in their social life, realizing values of the Juche Philosophy 
every day. The main organisation to organize social life among the masses in the 
People's Korea is the political party - Workers Party of Korea. 


Juche Philosophy, a philosophy that puts man in the centre of attention and its 
timeless values shaping their destiny and guides them on the road to achieve 
happiness and national prosperity for the DPRK.

Individual levels of man's achievement of expression with respect to 
independence, consciousness and creativity, may vary, but under conditions of 
socialist society they exceed (for reasons explained in previous) than of capitalist 
society.

aspects, material, spiritual and other. 1

-correlation with others brings benefits not only to the individual, it also benefits 
-society as a whole. It has an impact to better and more efficiently change the world 
that serves man better to his needs and benefits. To shape the world in order to 
-man aspirations. It is for the good development of society - popular masses consist 
-of individual members who are fully conscious, independent and creative, as they 
live with compliance with the Juche Idea and is also a massive benefit for the

Can it 
really increase ‘increase the production of weapons-grade plutonium by as much as 
25 percent’ ? How do they know? Is this just a wild guess? Is it a case of ‘make it 
short, make snappy and make it up? 


Even if the story about the expansion of the plant is true there is no proof that it 
is intended to produce nuclear weapons? It could be used for peaceful civilian use. 


It makes sense for the DPRK to push ahead with the development of nuclear 
power because hydro - electric power stations do not function during times of 
drought and coal fired power stations can cause pollution.

Dr Hudson said KFA was founded to defend People’s Korea with no ifs and buts. 
He said before KFA was founded in November 2000, there were virtually no pro- 
DPRK websites and the CIA and south Korean regime spread misinformation 
about the DPRK. Dr Hudson said the media in Western countries have a huge 
amount of power and can elect governments. People’s Korea is subjected to a 
campaign of vilification and demonization. 


Dr Hudson explained how he had visited the DPRK 18 times since 1992 the last 
time being in 2019. He related how by visiting the DPRK he saw very clearly that 
media propaganda against the DPRK is untrue. He said that there is no one 
starving in the DPRK and no one begging. On one visit to the DPRK on returning 
to London, Dr Hudson recalled how he saw homeless people at Charing Cross(in 
the UK ) and was even approached by a prostitute in his local area (in the UK 
)when he went out to buy fish and chips but the DPRK does not have prostitution 
as it was abolished in 1946. Dr Hudson said it is not true that Pyongyang is: ‘a 
city of the elite’. In fact it has many industrial enterprises and many workers live in 
the city. Income differentials are low. Questions were put to Dr Hudson such as 
the role of young people in the DPRK and how they choose jobs, also the use of 
energy in the DPRK. 


Alan Bolon head of KFA UK West of England Branch and KFA UK Organisation 
Secretary, in his presented lecture, spoke about: 'The value of the Juche Philosophy 
in social life’. He gave an outline of what Juche means in terms of social life and 
said:

For an ‘End of War Declaration’ to be 
binding and to have force and meaning, the US hostile policy towards the DPRK 
must be ended first and a peace keeping mechanism established on the Korean 
peninsula. We support the call for an end to the US hostile policy and for a peace 
keeping mechanism to be established on the Korean peninsula.

The world is now quite disturbing as the U.S. is heaving sighs with lame excuses 
over the situation in Afghanistan that is spinning out of control beyond prediction 
and imagination of the international society. 


When the whole world is criticizing and ridiculing the U.S. for the impropriety 
and vulnerability of its policy of strength, it is still straining to justify its inhumane 
policy of aggression insisting that it is to ensure ‘life safety’ and ‘human rights’ of 
the Afghans. 


The U.S. insistence, in a word, is nothing but an absolutely unreasonable logic 
that its military aggression and domination can ensure ‘human rights’ and 
democracy’, but only ‘nightmare’ and ‘misfortune’ prevail when the U.S. loses its 
erip. The U.S. makes it its business to interfere and commit aggressive war 
trampling underfoot sovereignty and dignity of sovereign states all over the world — 
is this really for the sake of human rights, democracy and counter-terrorism? 


The circumstances behind Afghan war could be a good answer to this question. 
After the September 11 incident, the U.S., playing on international ‘sympathy’ 
focused on them, engineered the announcement of the UNSC president’s 
statement over the Afghan issue. After that, it brought up the agenda ‘International 
Terrorism Elimination Measures’ before the plenary meeting of the 56th session of 
UNGA as a topic for discussion. 


During its discussion, the U.S. depicted the war on terrorism as a ‘war of Justice’, 
clamoring to punish the terrorists by all possible means. However, the majority of 
member states took explicit stand of zero tolerance to infringement upon 
sovereignty of other country which is committed under the pretext of punishing 
terrorism. When its logic of aggression was met with opposition from the 
international society, the U.S. wielded power and resorted to arbitrariness to 
defiantly launch an armed invasion of Afghanistan in utter disregard of 
international law and the UN Charter.

The massacre of 
Koreans in Japan committed during the great Kanto quake proves that the Japanese 
imperialists are ogres steeped in misanthropy and national chauvinism to the 
marrow of their bones and blood-suckers and sworn enemies of the Korean people.

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institutions, armed forces organs and the emergency epidemic prevention sector. 


Upon authorization of the Political Bureau of the Party Central Committee Kim 
Jong Un presided over the meeting. Explaining the purpose and significance of the 
enlarged meeting of the Political Bureau before discussing agenda items, the 
respected General Secretary referred to the importance for the provinces, cities 
and counties to fulfill their responsibilities in promoting the major policy tasks of 
the Party and the state, and reviewed and analyzed the problems urgent for 
protecting the safety of the people's lives and stabilizing the people's living. 


The General Secretary said that the meeting should take practical measures for 
vigorously promoting the mid-term and long-term prospective works like 
preserving land and environment conducive to the eternal prosperity of the 
country and for successfully carrying out urgent immediate tasks, and presented 
agenda items to be discussed at the current meeting. 


The Political Bureau of the Party Central Committee discussed the presented 
agenda items and unanimously approved them. 


The enlarged meeting of the Political Bureau importantly studied and discussed 
issues of thoroughly implementing the Party's policy on land management, taking 
thoroughgoing epidemic prevention measures as the global health crisis is getting 
worse day by day, increasing the production of mass consumer goods and 
successfully finishing this year's farming. First of all, the respected General 
Secretary analyzed and reviewed in detail the land management state of the 
country and clarified the tasks and ways for decisively improving the land 
management by enhancing the roles of the provinces, cities and counties. 


Saying that our Party has consistently emphasized the land and environment 
conservation ever since right after the liberation and has been pressing ahead with 
the work as a more important political task in recent years, he stressed that land 
management means just the economic construction, the safety of the people and 
the essential condition for state development in our country with lots of mountains 
and rivers and long coastlines. It is the core idea of the enlarged meeting for all the 
cities and counties to make their areas remain unperturbed and safe from any 
natural disasters by vigorously pushing forward the land management by their 
own efforts, he noted. 


He called on the Party organizations and power organs in the provinces, cities 
and counties to be well aware of the importance and urgency of the land 
management and the demand of the Party Central Committee at the present time 
and go all out for implementing the Party's policy on land management. What is 
more important than anything else is to maintain the viewpoint and attitude of 
setting forth the land management as the most priority task in carrying out the 
Party's economic policy and concentrating efforts on it, he said, adding that it is 
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urgent to practically uproot even a single underlying dangerous factor obstructing 
socialist construction at present. 


Saying that the viewpoint and attitude on the land management is directly linked 
with the attitude of defending the Party and the revolution and the attitude of 
loving the state and the people under the situation where the disastrous weather 
is getting ever more pronounced worldwide and our country is also lying 
vulnerable to its danger, he asked all the senior province, city and county officials 
to bear in mind that no success can be expected in their work without the land 
management and to pay the closest attention to it. 


He called on the Party organizations and power organs in the provinces, cities 
and counties to take practical measures and map out correct action programs for 
decisively improving the land management. Noting that Songchon County of South 
Phyongan Province and Unsan County of North Phyongan Province, which had been 
the repeated flood victims in the past, have exerted primary efforts on land 
management and are now benefiting from it, he called on all the cities and 
counties to dramatically spruce up themselves by learning from the successes and 
experience of those counties which enhanced the organizing and executive abilities 
of the Party organizations and power organs in implementing the Party's policy in 
the arduous struggle for nature-remaking and aroused all the people's confidence 
and courage. 


He underlined the need to take thorough-going measures to overcome abnormal 
climate the danger of which has become higher in recent years, and to work out 
active and ambitious plan to conclude river improvement, afforestation for erosion 
control, dyke maintenance and tide embankment projects in the main and enter 
into their regular management in the five-year plan at least. The General Secretary 
elaborated on consolidating material and technical foundations for dynamically 
pushing forward huge nature remaking project, taking detailed crisis control 
measures to minimize natural disasters including flood and typhoon damage and 
applying control by law. He also detailed the need for leading officials of the 
provinces, cities and counties to undertake concrete operation and command with 
full responsibilities for land management in their areas. Stressing that nothing will 
be impossible if the might of our people united in single mind is organized and 
aroused and officials fulfill their responsibilities and duties as commanding 
officials of the revolution, he appealed to all to make redoubled efforts to bring 
about a decisive turn in implementing the Party's policy on land management. 


Then he mentioned further tightening the nationwide epidemic prevention, given 
the further worsening worldwide health crisis. Saying that the present dangerous 
situation of the worldwide pandemic which keeps spiraling out of control demands 
tighter nationwide epidemic prevention, he emphasized that all the Party 
organizations and officials should reexamine the national epidemic prevention 
system and the work in this field, and conduct an intense political offensive to 
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strain and awaken the epidemic prevention front once again. He underscored the 
need to more firmly rely on the method of ensuring the unity of all the people in 
thought and will and their high awareness in the epidemic prevention and for the 
officials to maintain full awareness and high responsibilities to fully guarantee the 
epidemic prevention security in their areas and units before the Party and the 
state. He called for fully providing material and technical means necessary for 
strengthening epidemic prevention, enhancing the professional qualifications and 
roles of the officials in the field of epidemic prevention and further rounding off 
our style epidemic prevention system. 


He called on all the officials to bear in mind that tightening epidemic prevention 
is the task of paramount importance which must not be loosened even a moment 
under the present situation, and to display high awareness and dedication to 
actively contribute to reliably safeguarding the safety of people and the well-being 
of the country. 


Then the General Secretary set forth tasks to increase the production of mass 
consumer goods in the light industrial field. He said that the officials in the light 
industrial field are required to organize and carry out the work for accomplishing 
this year's plan on their own initiative with anticipation and dynamism, adding 
that they should have their Party spirit and popular spirit verified with substantial 
results. Stressing the need to give precedence to providing raw and other materials 
needed for light industrial factories in decisively increasing the production of mass 
consumer goods, he took important measures for it. 


He noted that all the fields including key industries should observe strict 
discipline to provide materials needed for the production of mass consumer goods 
on a preferential basis, bearing in mind that the mission of our economy is to meet 
the people's material demand. 


He underlined the need for the provincial, city and county Party committees to 
take strong measures to provide raw and other materials to local industrial 
factories to suit to the specific conditions of their areas. 


He said that the light industrial sector should conduct recycling in a more active, 
scientific and technical way, organize the production and supply of consumer 
goods in a planned and effective way depending on the overall and detailed study 
of the people's demand in their living. He also underlined need to actively conduct 
the production of August 3 mass consumer goods. Enhancing the quality of the 
mass consumer goods is as important as increasing their production, he said, 
calling for enhancing the role of scientists and technicians, raising the level of 
technical skill of producers and strengthening quality control so as to produce 
quality goods. 


He stressed that the Party organizations in the light industrial sector should 
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conduct another round of ideological campaign to carry out the Party's policy on 
light industry and thus fully arouse the enthusiasm of the officials and producers 
and thoroughly carry out the task for the first year of the five-year plan with an 
innovative surge in the production of mass consumer goods. At the meeting the 
General Secretary set forth tasks to conclude this year's farming well and attain 
without fail the planned grain production goal.

Long-range Cruise Missiles Newly Developed 
by Academy of Defence Science Successfully Test-fired 





The Academy of Defence Science of the DPRK successfully test-fired new type 
long-range cruise missiles on September 11 and 12. Pak Jong Chon, member of

The symposium was divided into panels of 16 sectors and it was attended by 
about 600 doctors, researchers and teachers of over 60 units, including Kim Il 
Sung University, Korea General Red Cross Hospital, Kim Man Yu Hospital, Koryo 
Medicine General Hospital, the Academy of Medical Science, the Biomedicine 
Institute, the Medical Instrument Institute, provincial people's hospitals and 
universities of medicine.

Pioneer of Multi-machine Tending Campaign in Chollima Age

Chollima rider, a heroine of the times and an excellent revolutionary after hearing 
her speech.

Ri Song Gun, a researcher at the Institute of International Studies of the DPRK, 
issued the following commentary: The Afghan war triggered off by the U.S. as a 
prelude to ‘antiterrorism war' in 2001, the first war in the 21st century, has ended 
with the U.S. troops scurrying home in disarray after 20 years. 


The U.S. has had a heavy toll of some 2 600 deaths and over 20 000 wounded for 
its total input of over 800 000 troops and more than 2 trillion US$ into the war. 


The ‘longest war in American history’ spawned increasing acts of terrorism, 
escalating religious conflicts, widespread refugee crisis, regional instability and 
other horrendous disasters, much less helping it achieve its goal of ‘eradication of 
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terrorism' and ‘establishment of democracy' in Afghanistan. The number of 
terrorist groups, which was only less than ten early in the war, has now risen to 
over 20, and reckless military operations have taken the lives of more than 100 
OOO peaceable civilians and produced refugees numbering over 10 million. 


The catastrophic situation in Afghanistan plunged the U.S. into the abyss of 
war, leaving it with no other choice but to dare an ‘emergency exit’ to stop the 
excessive consumption of its resources and the ‘bleeding’ of its economy. 


The U.S. troops' shameful act of fleeing Afghanistan with no heed to its much- 
touted rhetoric of "spread of liberal democracy" and the responsibility for the 
restoration of a ruined country' is a self confession of its failed policy towards 
Afghanistan. 


This has brought to light the status quo of the only superpower' now on the 
decline with no qualifications for international policing. Notably, Taliban the U.S. 
forces said they had ‘annihilated' just two months after the start of the war, has 
towered as an imposing force powerful enough to seize power and pressurize the 
U.S. troops’ withdrawal after 20 years, a meaningful sign signifying the U.S. defeat 
and the collapse of its predominant position. 


The Afghan incident has shattered the U.S. fiction and crumbled the master- 
servant relationship between the U.S. and capitalist countries. The U.S. selfish 
and perfidious acts of unhesitatingly deserting the Kabul regime that it looked 
after for decades and of withdrawing without any notice to NATO allies with whom 
it had engaged in the ‘bloody war' have amplified the mistrust and frustration of 
its allies and satellite nations at the U.S. security commitment. 


These countries have realized that their 'most important ally'is not so strong and 
cooperative as they thought and expected, and they are racking their brains to 
draw up again their own strategies for security and existence. The EU now 
discusses the issue of founding about 5 OOO-strong rapid response force, claiming 
that the Afghan incident must be a turning point for boosting Europe's strategic 
independence and that it has to possess capabilities to defend its interests. 


Major Western media now churn out comments that ‘the Western liberal order 
has been defeated, the U.S. downfall has reached a zenith, the U.S. is withdrawing 
in actuality though it says it has returned and the Atlantic alliance will grow weaker 
in the future’. 


It is the mentality of the U.S. allies and partners to form an independent pole 
rather than following the waning U.S. The collective security system touted by the 
U.S. is nothing but a tool for meeting its own interests and the blind pursuance of 
the U.S. will only bring disgrace and destruction. 
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This is a lesson left by the Afghan incident. After all, this incident has become a 
critical milestone in speeding up the self-destruction of the unipolar domination 
structure and the old international order created by the U.S. after the Second 
World War. 


No country and nation in the world wants to live under others’ pressure and 
domination and it is the independent right and common aspiration of all countries 
and nations to build up their own strength and develop their own way. The U.S. 
domination system restricting independent development of other countries and 
nations and enforcing the Yankee-style view on value and liberal orders on them 
has been further endangered by the advance of newly emerging powers and the 
struggle of the people of various countries to champion their cultures, traditions 
and development methods. Imperialism with aggression, interference, avarice and 
plunder as its attributes is debris of history that has outlived. 


It is the law of historical development that imperialism wanes and mankind 
heads towards socialism, and history advances by the struggle of the people 
standing for independence and justice in the 21st century, as it did in the 20th 
century. 


The collapse of the imperialist domination system is the inevitability of history.

The statement reads: 


The issue of declaring the termination of cease-fire on the Korean peninsula is 
raised again at the 76th UN General Assembly. 


The declaration of cease-fire termination has a symbolic meaning as regards the 
political declaration of opening to the public the end of the cease-fire on the 
Korean peninsula which has been lasting for a long time. 


And it is clear that declaring the cease-fire termination is an issue to be passed 
once on the road of establishing a peace mechanism in the future. 


Nothing is more desirable than that peace settles on the Korean peninsula only 
with the ceremony held by those concerned, taking pictures of the declaration of 
cease-fire termination without any legal binding force. 


But the present reality raises the issue that it is premature to adopt the 
declaration of cease-fire termination. 


It is well-known to the world that the test-firing of the ‘Minuteman-3' 
intercontinental ballistic missiles at the Bundenberg Air Base in California State of 
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the US mainland in February and August this year, the declaration of the 
termination of the US-south Korea missile instructions made public like lightning 
in May and the approval of selling arms and equipment worth billions of US 
dollars to Japan and south Korea are all aimed at us. 


We are watching with vigilance that the United States decided to transfer the 
nuclear-powered submarine building technology to Australia some time ago. 


There is no any guarantee that the declaration of cease-fire termination, which is 
no more than a sheet of paper, will lead to revocation of hostility toward us when 
the situation of the Korean peninsula is going to a hair-trigger situation. 


It is not an accident that there is an estimation on a corner of the world that it 
seems difficult to start discussion on the declaration of cease-fire termination 
since the interests and calculation of all sides are different as regards it. 


All the issues arising on the Korean peninsula are without exception based on 
the US hostile policy towards the Democratic People's Republic of Korea. 


The US forces and huge latest war assets which have been deployed or are under 
movement on the ground and sea, in the air and water in and around the Korean 
peninsula, and war exercises of different code names which are staged every year 
show that the US hostile policy towards the DPRK gets more vicious with each 
passing day. 


The American-style double standard is also a product of the US hostile policy 
towards the DPRK, as it abuses our just measures of strengthening the defence 
capability coping with the US military threat to occupy us by force as ‘provocation' 
but beautifies the arms buildup of the United States and its satellite forces 
threatening us as ‘securing of deterrent force’. 


Nothing will be changed even if the termination of cease-fire is declared many a 
time as long as there is no change in the political environment around us and the 
hostile policy of the United States. 


On the contrary, along with the strengthening of the US-south Korea alliance, the 
declaration of cease-fire termination will bring about only a tragic result of 
destroying the strategic balance of the region and plunging the north and south of 
Korea into an endless arms race. 


What is clear is that the declaration of cease-fire termination is only a foolish 


idea as long as there remains the US hostile policy towards the DPRK, the greatest 
obstacle to the end of cease-fire, though it is declared. 
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All facts prove that it is not the time to declare the termination of cease-fire yet. 
It is necessary to see correctly that the declaration of cease-fire termination is not 
helpful to stabilizing the situation of the Korean peninsula at all at the present 
moment and it may be misused as a smoke screen to cover up the hostile policy of 
the United States. 


We have already made clear our official stand that the declaration of cease-fire 
termination is not a 'gift' for anybody and it may be turned into a scrap of paper in 
an instant according to the change of situation. 


The double standard of the United States and the withdrawal of its hostile policy 
should be put on the top-priority order in stabilizing the situation of the Korean 


peninsula and ensuring its peace.

‘President Moon Jae In again proposed the issue of the declaration of the termination 
of the war on the Korean peninsula at the 76th UN General Assembly. 
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The declaration of the termination of the war ts an interesting and an admirable 
idea in that it itself is meant to put a physical end to the instable state of ceasefire 
that has remained on the Korean peninsula for a long time and to withdraw hostility 
toward the opposite party. We discussed the declaration of the termination of the 
war on several occasions in the past as we acknowledged the necessity and 
significance of the declaration of the termination of the war, an initial step for 
establishing a peace-keeping mechanism on the Korean peninsula. There is nothing 
wrong in the declaration of the termination of the war itself. But it is necessary to 
look into whether it ts right time now and whether there are conditions ripe for 
discussing this issue. Now double-dealing standards, prejudice and hostile policies 
toward the DPRK and speeches and acts antagonizing us persist. Under such 
situation it does not make any sense to declare the end of the war with all the 
things, which may become a seed of a war between parties that had been at odds 
for more than half a century, left intact. Smiling a forced smile, reading the 
declaration of the termination of the war and having photos taken could be essential 
for somebody but I think that they would hold no water and would change nothing, 
given the existing inequality, serious contradiction there from and hostilities. For the 
termination of the war to be declared, respect for each other should be maintained 
and prejudiced viewpoint, inveterate hostile policy and unequal double standards 
must be removed first. What needs to be dropped is the double-dealing attitudes, 
illogical prejudice, bad habits and hostile stand of justifying their own acts while 
faulting our just exercise of the right to self-defence. Only when such a precondition 
is met, would it be possible to sit face to face and declare the significant termination 
of war and discuss the issue of the north-south relations and the future of the 
Korean peninsula. South Korea had better pay attention to fulfilling such a condition 
in order to make durable and complete peace truly take its firm roots on the Korean 
peninsula, as always touted by it. We have willingness to keep our close contacts 
with the south again and have constructive discussion with it about the restoration 
and development of the bilateral relations if it is careful about its future language 
and not hostile toward us after breaking with the past when it often provoked us 
and made far-fetched assertions to find fault with anything done by us out of 
double-dealing standards'

will. He then set forth the administrative policy of the government of the Republic 
for powerfully propelling the new development of socialist construction under the 
ever-changing subjective and objective situations. 


Saying that the construction of our own-style socialism that has victoriously 
advanced with the great Kimilsungism-Kimjongilism as the guidelines has entered 
the phase of epochal development of comprehensively embodying our state-first 
principle with the 8th Congress of the WPK as an occasion, he reviewed and 
analyzed positive changes that are witnessed in all fields including politics, 
economy, culture, national defence and external relations. 


Despite unfavorable environment and difficulties, the might of single-minded 
unity between the Party and the popular masses, the driving force of socialist 
construction, has been further augmented thanks to the consistent, in-depth and 
dynamic struggle of our Party and the state to increase the driving force and 
internal power.

Kim Jong Un specified policy tasks facing the government of the Republic at 
present. 


The most crucial task facing the government of the Republic as it was solemnly 
declared at the 8th Congress of our Party is to prove the new development of our 
style socialist construction with substantial achievements and practical changes 
waited for and welcomed by the people from the first year of carrying out the five- 
year plan, he said, calling for further consolidating popular nature in all fields of 
the state affairs, removing all things not revolutionary, not militant and backward 
and bringing about fresh innovation, bold creation and steady progress on all 
fronts of socialist construction. 


An important task which the government of the Republic should constantly hold 
fast to is to keep putting efforts on strengthening the political and ideological 
might of our style socialism, he said. 


Our political and ideological might which has the single-minded unity of the 
Party and people as a core constitutes force majeure peculiar to Juche Korea and 
becomes a decisive factor promoting new development of socialist construction, he 
said, stressing the need to unfold the work of consolidating the people-first 
principle as the political climate and social customs of our state in a more 
substantial and purposeful manner. 


He said that when organizing and executing all work, it is important to 
thoroughly maintain the principle of giving a top priority to the interests of 
ordinary working people and solving issues in reliance on the voluntary 
enthusiasm and active creativity of the popular masses, to pay primary attention 
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to cultivating popular work style peculiar to the WPK among officials guiding the 
execution of the policies of the Party and the state and to steadily carry out 
education, control and uncompromising struggle to prevent any unpopular acts 
from being practiced. 


Calling for doing well the work of inciting our state-first principle and 
comprehensively embodying it throughout society, he clarified issues for further 
strengthening the political and ideological position of socialism including the 
provision of proper guidance for all citizens to display nobility and personality as 
befit the people of a powerful country in all aspects of their ordinary work and life. 
He elaborated on policy tasks for powerfully promoting the independent and 
overall development of the state economy. 


He underlined the need to create an occasion of an epochal turn in socialist 
construction by setting it forth as an urgent task before the times to ensure that 
the state economy makes a shift to independent and overall development and by 
organizing powerful struggle. 


The government of the Republic should correctly set up the state plans for the 
independent and overall development of the national economy and powerfully 
promote it while creating mature conditions for realizing them on its own initiative 
and provide proper guidance to fields and units staying behind so that they can 
clearly set up long-term goals and phased plans to put their own fields on a world 
level and carry them out in a persistent way, he said. 


An issue that needs priority settlement in the economic work at present is to 
ensure the satisfactory production and provision of raw and other materials, 
power and equipment, he said, stressing the need to firmly maintain the principle 
of giving precedence to the development of metal industry and chemical industry, 
which constitute basic production fields in providing raw materials to major fields 
of the national economy, over the overall economic development. 


He underscored the need to scrupulously take economic and technical measures 
to keep the production going at a high rate at the major iron works, steel plants 
and iron mines and simultaneously and dynamically push forward the capacity 
expansion and modernization work in the sector of the metallurgical industry for 
meeting the statewide demand for iron and steel in the near future. 


He indicated detailed tasks for the chemical industrial sector that it should 
dynamically propel the work for the establishment of the C1 chemical industry 
being conducted amid the great interest and expectation of the whole country 
under the scientific and technical guarantee, develop the glauberite-based basic 
chemical industry, realize the production of paper and fiber with reed and hasten 
the work for using brown coal as main raw material of the chemical industry and 
the work for realizing the home-production of catalysts.

- He stressed the need to increase the national investment in the sectors of 
electricity and coal industry and put efforts to strengthening the material and 
technical foundations to fully meet not only the urgent demands of the national 
economy but also its future demands. | 


_ He indicated the task for comprehensively remodeling the railways, pilot of the 
national economy, and underscored the need to develop the machine industry and 
-IT industry to make them play important roles in realizing the home-production of 
equipment and the modernization of the national economy. , 


Saying that it is an urgent demand to remodel the existing production processes 
in various fields of the national economy and expand their production capacities 
for strengthening the independence of the state economy, he underscored the need 
to thoroughly carry out the planned work for expanding production capacities by 
concentrating forces on the major projects of great significance in the national 
economy under the Party's strategy of readjustment and reinforcement. | 


-= He said that the construction sector should complete the construction of 
apartment houses in Songsin and Songhwa areas within this year and 
successively begin the construction of 10 OOO flats of the next phase, and thus 
build another modern district and street and usher in a new turning point al 
-capital city construction by positively introducing new architectural styles. | 
He stressed the need to finish the construction in the Komdok area which is being 
propelled by the People’ Army in a short span of time and build dwelling houses in 
provinces, cities and counties on a large scale to make all the people enjoy a highly 
-civilized life in wonderful houses. |

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He underscored the need to correctly map out the nationwide master plan for 
land development and implement the land management including forest and water 
conservation in provinces, cities and counties in a responsible way to 
fundamentally remove the danger of flood damage, spruce up the ecological 
environment of the country and propel the mid-term and long-term greening and 
growth plan in a substantial way for raising the level of city greening in the period 
of the five-year plan. 


Noting that the decisive improvement of guidance and management of the 
economic work in the present period arises as an urgent task in strengthening the 
independence of the state economy and displaying its potential, he referred in 
detail to the methodological issues arising for the Cabinet to fully play its role as 
the control tower for carrying out the five-year plan for the national economic 
development. 


He stressed the need to intensify the state guidance over the external economic 
work to make all the trade activities expand and develop in the direction of 
reducing the dependence on import and strengthening independence in the 
economic sector, and earnestly study and apply the scientific plans for 
strengthening the executive ability of the state organs for economic guidance in 
the sector of economic management and ensuring the interests of the working 
people. 


Noting that the most important and vital revolutionary task in achieving new 
development in socialist construction at present is to stabilize and improve the 
people's living, he indicated in detail the policy issues for it. 


To provide the people with a stabilized and affluent living, a primary effort should 
be put on the agricultural development, he said, expressing the unshakable will 
and determination of our Party to completely remove the food problem in the near 
future by rapidly developing agricultural production. 


He stressed the need to correctly work out and thoroughly implement the 
agricultural development strategy for achieving the stable and continuous 
development of agricultural production despite any unfavorable weather and 
climatic conditions, in particular, solve the issue of seeds with a focus on breeding 
and improving high-yielding seeds that stand disastrous abnormal weather. 


Clarifying the plan on boldly changing crop distribution and making a shift of 
direction to rice, wheat and barley farming, he underscored the need to increase 
the nationwide areas for cultivating paddy rice and dry-field rice, ensure more 
than two times increase in the areas sowing wheat and barley, raise the per- 
hectare yield and provide the people with polished rice and flour, and thus provide 
them with the condition for improving their diet in a cultured way. 
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He said that the agricultural sector should positively study and apply new 
advanced farming techniques and methods including the good and rational control 
of the species distribution and sowing period as one of measures for minimizing 
the damage by disastrous weather, and broadly organize and conduct the work for 
sharing and disseminating the good successes and experience of the units going 
ahead. 


And he mentioned the need to set it as an important policy task to establish the 
scientific water management system and resolve the water problem, to adjust and 
reinforce all irrigation structures, equipment, reservoirs and waterways, and 
manage the water in a scientific way to suit to the weather and climatic conditions 
so as to prevent the damage by drought and flood and fully provide water needed 
for farming. 


Kim Jong Un stressed the need to update the meteorological instrumentation for 
timely coping with disastrous and abnormal climate and to thoroughly ensure the 
promptness, scientific accuracy and correctness in the weather forecast. 


He called for decisively increasing goats and cattle and massively conducting the 
movement for breeding rabbits as an all-people one as required by the Party's 
policy of obtaining meat from grass in the sector of stockbreeding, and paying 
attention to lowering the feed consumption unit to the utmost and improving the 
anti-epizootic work. 


Especially, the work for implementing the Party's new childcare policy should be 
waged in a substantial way to treble the nationwide milk production, develop the 
milk processing technology and thoroughly ensure the quality of dairy products, 
he said, and went on: 


Putting the production of fruit and vegetables on an intensive basis, building 
more large-scale vegetable greenhouse farms and boosting the production of 
industrial crops including oil-bearing crops and sugar crops should be pushed 
forward to make tangible contributions to the people's living. 


Pyongyang City, provinces, cities and counties should wage brisk campaigns in 
which one overtakes and learns from others and swaps experience with one 
another after creating new model units in the field of agriculture as required by 
the development of the era. A campaign for rooting out bragging should be waged 
in the field of agriculture. 


The way of procuring agricultural products including grain should be set and 
enforced in a proper way in order to increase the agricultural workers' zeal for 
production activities while fully meeting the nationwide demand. 

He indicated in detail the issues of intensifying the state assistance to the 
agricultural field, sprucing up food administration stations in cities and counties 
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and updating the grain-processing. 


He also clarified the important plans and ideas of promoting the development of 
local construction and face-lifting the socialist rural areas by adopting the 
unconditional supply of cement by the state to cities and counties from next ye 
as a policy and law. 


He referred to political tasks for improving the people's material and cultural life 
by developing light industry. 


Saying that it is the most urgent task arising in the life of the people at present to 
produce more necessities demanded by the people and supply them by operating 
the light industrial factories in full capacity, he called for unconditionally keeping 
the state supply of raw and other materials needed for producing mass 
consumption goods more than six months ahead. 


He said that the light industrial field should adopt it as an important policy- 
oriented issue to ensure domestic production of materials and recycling, while 
thoroughly relying on science and technology. 


Putting a particular stress on enhancing the spirit of service for the people in 
producing consumer goods, he set it as an important task for the light industrial 
field to improve the quality of consumer goods, increase the kinds of products and 
lower the cost. 
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He called for bringing earlier the completion of the projects of local industrial 
factories in Kimhwa County of Kangwon Province which are being remodeled and 
standardized on an experimental basis and completing in a short period the 
technical modernization of local industrial factories in cities and counties across 
the country on the basis of the experience gained in remodeling. 


He also indicated the ways for fully tapping materials for the light industry in 
local areas to increase consumer goods, putting the production of August 3 mass 
consumption goods and daily necessaries production on an active basis and 
enhancing the role of socialist commerce. 


Kim Jong Un referred to the political tasks for putting efforts on the development 
of fishery industry. 


The fishing sector should accelerate the modernization and overhaul of fishing 
boats and fishing tackle, catch a lot of fish through an intensive fishing campaign 
and enrich the people's diet by producing various kinds of processed marine 
products including canned fish, he noted. 


He also called for protecting and managing marine resources in a planned way, 
keep strict supervision and control over the acts of destroying marine resources, 
waging a vigorous campaign for stocking the seas, rivers and lakes with fries and 
conducting fish farming and culture massively so as to produce more marine 
products. 


Saying that the civilization level of the country is an important criterion for 
appraising the national strength and a symbol of its prosperity, development and 
future, he clarified the important issues arising in developing all fabrics of socialist 
culture such as science, education and public health. 


Noting that the government of the Republic should consistently keep it as an 
important state policy to facilitate sci-tech development and thoroughly implement 
it in all fields and sectors, he called for establishing a national custom of drawing 
up plans, setting goals and resolving all problems arising in production and 
construction on the strength of science and technology, putting primary efforts 
into sci-tech development and innovation, training one's own sci-tech forces and 
making them play a leading and key role. 


He said that the scientific research field should regard it as the core, main 
assignment and priority task to immediately resolve the urgent sci-tech problems 
in economic construction and people's living, step up the research and 
development for it and introduce its successes into practice in order to gain actual 
benefits. 


Saying that it is one of the very important tasks facing the government of the 
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Republic to turn the country into an advanced country in education, he called for 
opening up a new period of development in socialist education, guided by the 
Party's policy of attaching importance to education and talents. 


He also stressed the need to constantly conduct the work for properly training 
teachers, proactively exploring and introducing new contents, system and 
methods into further improving the quality of education, promoting the university 
education as required by the global education development trend in order to train 
more talents majoring in development and creation and those with practical 
knowledge. He also referred to the important tasks in improving education 
conditions and environment and the issue of increasing the stipends for university 
students. 


Saying that to establish the health system capable of tangibly promoting the 
health of all the people is an important task of our socialist state, the fulfillment of 
which brooks no further delay, he called for taking decisive measures to put the 
material and technical foundations of the public health sector on a high level and 
improving the quality of health service. 


Saying that the government of the Republic should develop the art and literature, 
media and sports as required by the times and the reality and as demanded and 
intended by the people as it is duty-bound to assume the responsibility for taking 
care of the destiny and moral and cultural life of the people and the rising 
generations and for leading them to a right path, he laid down the immediate 
tasks for doing so. 


He said that the government of the Republic should ceaselessly intensify the 
education in communist morality and collectivism in a methodological way among 
officials, working people and the younger generations in accordance with the 
people's state of consciousness and the changed environment. 


He advanced the tasks to be fulfilled to further tighten epidemic prevention 
measures, the top priority work of the government of the Republic at present that 
requires flawlessness. 


Calling for turning the present epidemic prevention system into more reliable and 
developed one, he referred to the important issues arising in steadily preserving 
the public epidemic prevention atmosphere and the people's voluntary unity of 
action by making the work of abiding by the epidemic prevention regulations and 
order their own vital requirements and habit, and in putting the country's 
epidemic prevention foundations on a scientific basis and thoroughly ensuring the 
popular character in the emergency epidemic prevention work. 


Noting that it is the top-priority right of a sovereign state to bolster the national 
defence power and the existence and development of our own-style socialism 
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would have been absolutely unthinkable without the steady strengthening of the 
national defence power, Kim Jong Un called for attaining with thorough-going 
practices the goals of defence up-building set forth at the 8th Party Congress by 
strengthening the armed forces of the Republic in every way and putting the 
defence industry on a high-level Juche, modern and scientific basis. 


He underscored the need to strengthen the socialist legal system, further improve 
the function and role of people's power as required by the times and thus 
consolidate our politico-ideological position and class position in every way. 
People's power organs should make sure unconditional service for the people run 
through all their activities in conformity with their duty, direct them towards the 
realization of the will, demand and interests of the people and never allow any 
slightest practices and elements against the nature of the people-centered socialist 
system, he said. 


He noted the methods to build up the ranks of power organ officials with men of 
ability, who will conduct every work in a brave and innovative way with high Party 
spirit, revolutionary spirit and loyalty to the people, rationally rearrange the 
structure and work system of power organs and thus make our people's power 
fulfill its role as a political weapon dynamically advancing the cause of socialism. 
Kim Jong Un outlined and assessed the present inter-Korean relations still locked 
in insecure and grave deadlock and the situation of the Korean peninsula before 
clarifying the policy towards the south at the present stage. 


He said that different military drills and arms buildup under the pretext of 
‘containing’ the DPRK have become conspicuous in south Korea and dishonest 
remarks and behaviors getting on our nerves and provoking us regardless of time 
have been heard from it. 


Noting that the south Korean authorities are bent on begging external support 
and cooperation while clamoring for international cooperation in servitude to the 
U.S., he said that as regards the issue of declaring the termination of war 
proposed by south Korea recently, though the termination of war is declared, 
hostile acts would be continued and, therefore, unexpected different clashes 
repeated, arousing the anxiety of all the fellow countrymen and international 
community only, as long as there remain factors, the apple of distrust and 
confrontation between the north and the south, intact. 


It is the invariable demand repeatedly explained by us to ensure the respect for 
each other and withdraw the partial view, unfair and double-dealing attitude and 
hostile viewpoint and policies towards the other side before declaring the 
termination of war, and this is an important task to be settled beforehand in order 
to control the inter-Korean relations and open up a bright future, he noted. 


Pointing out to the attitude of the south Korean authorities who have shown no 
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sign of change while ignoring and neglecting the sources of aggravated inter- 
Korean relations though they are well aware of them, he said that now the inter- 
Korean relations stand at the crossroads of serious choices-either to advance 
toward reconciliation and cooperation after warming the present cooled-off 
relations or to suffer from national division amid a vicious cycle of confrontation 
and advanced the principled matters for the fundamental settlement of the north- 
south relations. 


It is important for the south Korean authorities to change its confrontational and 
habitual attitude toward our Republic, keep the stand of national independence 
through practices, not with words, deal with the inter-Korean relations with a view 
to settling the essential matters and give weight to and sincerely implement the 
north-south declarations, he stressed. 


Kim Jong Un said we are closely watching the fact that recently, the U.S. and 
south Korea are destroying the stability and balance around the Korean peninsula 
and inviting more complicated dangers of clash between the north and the south 
through excessive arms buildup and allied military activities that arouse concerns, 
underscoring the need to stand against the gangster logic of the U.S. and south 
Korea, bitterly denounce it, firmly maintain our invariable standpoint to check 
such dangerous trend, and take all necessary tough measures. 


Saying we obviously remind the south Korean authorities of the fact once again 
that it depends on the attitude of the south Korean authorities whether the inter- 
Korean relations would be restored and develop onto a new stage or continue to 
keep the present state of worsening, he noted that we have neither aim nor reason 
to provoke south Korea and no idea to harm it and it is necessary for south Korea 
to promptly get rid of the delusion, crisis awareness and awareness of getting 
harmed that it should deter the north's provocation. 


He expressed the intention to see to it that the north-south communication lines 
that had been cut off due to the deteriorated inter-Korean relations are restored 
first from early October as part of the efforts for realizing the expectations and 
desire of the entire Korean nation to see the earlier recovery of the north-south 
relations from the present deadlock and durable peace settling in the Korean 
peninsula. 


He analyzed the current international political situation and underlined the need 
for the field in charge of foreign affairs to more proactively and positively cope with 
the eventful ever-changing external environment. 


Saying that there now exist not a few serious crises and challenges facing the 
world but the fundamental danger comes from the U.S. and its vassal forces’ high- 
handed and arbitrary practices that destroy the foundation of international peace 
and stability, he noted that the current international situation is mainly 
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characterized by the fact that it has got more complicated as the structure of the 
international relations has been reduced to the structure of 'neo-Cold War' due to 
the U.S. unilateral and prejudiced bloc-forming style external policy. 


Pointing out that the U.S. remains utterly unchanged in posing military threats 
and pursuing hostile policy toward the DPRK but employs more cunning ways and 
methods in doing so, as proven by the deeds done by it over the past eight months 
since the emergence of its new administration, he said that the U.S. is touting 
‘diplomatic engagement’ and ‘dialogue without preconditions’ but it is no more 
than a petty trick for deceiving the international community and hiding its hostile 
acts and an extension of the hostile policy pursued by the successive U.S. 
administrations. 


He tasked the field in charge of foreign affairs with concentrating on providing 
tactical measures for thoroughly implementing the strategic policy of the DPRK 
government toward the U.S. on the basis of strictly studying and analyzing the 
present U.S. administration's stand on the DPRK, the prospects of the U.S. 
political situation and ever-changing international balance of forces within the 
framework of their correlations. 


He urged the field in charge of foreign affairs to put primary efforts into the work 
for firmly protecting the sovereignty of the country and its independent 
development interests while proactively coping with the international political 
situation and the surrounding environment that get more and more unstable. 


He affirmed that the DPRK government will as ever develop its good neighborly 
relations with all the countries in the world that respect its sovereignty and are 
friendly toward it, and fulfill its responsibility and role in the struggle for 
preserving peace and stability of the Korean peninsula. 


Saying that all the people in the country entrust their destiny totally to the 
Republic, regarding it as the very one ensuring their worthwhile life, he noted that 
such great trust is the dearest and most valuable asset possessed by the WPK and 
the DPRK government and it is the most sacred and glorious obligation we 
assumed before tens of millions of citizens of the country to live up to the trust. 


Solemnly evincing the iron will of the WPK and the DPRK government to remain 
boundlessly loyal to the great people and do their best to fulfill their weighty 
mission and responsibility, he ardently appealed to everyone to work hard for the 
prosperity of the great country DPRK, for happiness and wellbeing of the great 
people and for fresh development of Korean-style socialist construction under the 
uplifted slogan of "The People Are God’, single-minded unity and self-reliance. 


The important policy speech made by him at the session is an undying program 
that powerfully accelerates the development of Korean-style socialist construction 
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by injecting great vitality and courage into the all-people struggle for attaining the 
goals for victory set by the 8th Congress of the WPK and enhancing the fighting 
efficiency of the state power organs in an all-round way.

Popular Education System of DPRK 


The DPRK people learn free of charge to their heart's content under the socialist 
education system.

"The Down with Imperialism Union’ 


The old-fashioned nature of Hwasong Uisuk School made me realize that 
outdated methods were of no avail. As the days went by I became more firmly 
convinced that organizing small armed units equipped with a few rifles to kill a few 
Japanese policemen across the Amnok and raising war funds was not the way to 
achieve national liberation. 


I made a firm resolve to employ new methods in paving the way to national 
liberation. My comrades agreed with my resolve. But we were few. The majority of 
the students would not readily accept my new idea; they were guarded in their 
reaction to it or rejected it. 


The school prohibited its students from reading books on communism. Whenever I 
went to school with The Communist Manifesto, the other students would nudge me 
and tell me that I should read such a book at home. They told me that the school 
authorities guarded against, and exercised strict control over, “Red” books and had 
threatened even to expel those who persisted in reading them. 


I argued: If a man does not read the books he wants to because he has been 
prohibited from doing so, how can he undertake a great cause? We should read 
books that teach us the truth even though we are threatened with expulsion. 


I had borrowed The Communist Manifesto from Kim Si U. He had many books on 
communism in his study. His study could be said to be demonstrating the trend of 
the times when the national liberation movement was turning from the nationalist to 
the communist movement, and to be revealing the view of Kim Si U himself who was 
trying to swim with the current of that time. 
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I could only feel dissatisfied with the fact that the school authorities prohibited the 
students from reading such books. But we were so fascinated by the new thought 
that the school regulations could not dampen our passion to delve into it. I devoured 
the books on communism, disregarding the policy of the school authorities. By that 
time the number of students who were eager to read such books had increased to 
such an extent that we drew up an order and the timetable for reading each of them 
and insisted that it be returned on time. Most of the students observed the reading 
regulations, being approved by schoolmates who aspired to the new thought. 


Only Kye Yong Chun, who was absent-minded, violated these regulations, and he 
did so frequently. He didn’t observe his reading timetable and was careless about 
selecting a suitable place to read. He kept The Communist Manifesto for more than 
ten days. When I told him to hand it to another comrade right away, he said he 
needed two more days to extract something from it. The next day he was absent 
from school, and even slipped away from the hostel. He did not turn up throughout 
morning classes, and lunch time came. We found him absorbed in the book in a 
thicket by the River Hutfa. I told him quietly that, although it was good to read 
avidly, he should never miss classes and that he should be careful about when and 
where he read. He said that he would, but during the history lesson the next day 
the teacher snatched the book from him while he was reading it secretly. The book 
was handed to the headmaster, and we got into serious trouble. 


Having discovered that I had borrowed the book from the study of Kim Si U, the 
school authorities sent the history teacher to take Kim and me to task. He said to 
Kim St U that it was not proper for him, an area controller who was in a position to 
help the school in its work, to fail to prevent the students from reading Leftist books 
and that from then on he should see to it that the students refrained from reading 
such books. He told me in a threatening tone to watch my step. 


I was angry with the authorities’ handling of the affair. In front of Kim Si U I gave 
vent to my pent-up indignation against the school. I said: “For a man to develop 
sound qualities he must acquire a wide knowledge. Why do the school authorities 
deprive young men who need to imbibe new ideas of their right to study a 
progressive idea recognized by the world? The works of Marx and Lenin are on sale 
even in ordinary bookshops, SO I can’t understand why 
only Hwasong Uisuk School keeps its students from reading such books.” 
Heaving a sigh, he confessed that he could do nothing as it was the policy of Jongut- 
bu and the school authorities. 


As a man’s idea is the basic criterion for defining his value, so its educational 
ideology is the basic criterion for determining the value of a school and its education. 
However, the school authorities tried in vain to counter the current of new thought 
with an outdated idea that did not accord with the trend of the times. This incident 
let the students know that there was a group which was studying Marxism- 
~Leninism in the school. The authorities made a fuss about punishing and expelling 
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the group but this only stirred up the aspiration for and interest in the communist 
idea among the progressive young men. After that incident, the number of students 
coming to me to borrow Leftist books increased sharply. 


I began to meet individually those with whom I could share my idea, purpose and 
fate. 


My father had always said that one should have reliable comrades and many of 
them. He also said that a man who had a just and wonderful aim could not attain it 
if he had no comrades with whom he could share his fate. I always remembered his 
teachings. 


I mixed with many students, among them a certain Ri from the first company. 
Because he was clever, proficient and good-natured he was popular with the 
students. But he was strangely conservative in his idea. It was he who had insisted 
that the monarchy be restored during the class on the history of the world 
revolution. 


Normally we only greeted each other when we met, but after a football match with 
senior course pupils of the Koreans Exemplary Primary School we became close 
friends. Ri, who played as a forward that day, ran into a player from the other side 
and injured his leg. 


I went to the hostel and lived there for more than ten days while I nursed him. In the 
course of this we became quite open with each other. He said that it had been 
ridiculous for him to insist on the restoration of the monarchy and that, as I had 
said, our country, after independence, should develop into a society in which the 
toiling masses ate their fill and lived in happiness. He said we should drive out the 
Japanese as soon as possible and live happily. 


I asked him: “Do you think you can defeat the Japanese after receiving military 
training at this school? People say that Japan is one of the five great powers of the 
world, so do you think the Independence Army, with hardly any rifles, can match 
such a powerful enemy?” He answered: “In order to fight, we must train our bodies 
and become marksmen. So there is no other way than to follow the methods of the 
veteran independence fighters, is thereP” “No. That is not the way to win 
independence. I am now reading the works of Marx and Lenin to learn the right 
method, and I have leamt a lot from their works. The Japanese imperialists slander 
the communist idea, and bigoted nationalists reject socialism. Even though rich 
people speak ill of socialism we, the sons of workers and peasants, must not 
denounce communism indiscriminately without even studying it. If one wants to 
become a true independence fighter and a patriot, one must study Marxism- 
Leninism closely.” 


It appeared he agreed with me. He remained silent for a while, and then asked me 
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to lend him some books. 


I told him that I would lend them to him after he had recovered, and I encouraged 
him to get back to normal soon by taking good care of himself. 


The tide of sympathy for the new thought swept the school with an irresistible 
force. Except for a few bigoted students who followed nationalism, the 
overwhelming majority accepted the progressive idea. I frequently organized 
seminars with the progressive students on the books they had read. The seminars 
were held at the houses of Kim Si U and Kang Je Ha, the school superintendent, 
and at the side of the River Hutfa. 


When a seminar was taking place in his study, Kim Si U would, secretly, take strict 
measures to ensure that the members of his family and his guests kept away from 
it. Sometimes he would sit on the porch to keep watch while pretending to do odd 
jobs. I would recognize his warm heart and tacit support in such actions. 


We decided on Kang Je Ha’s house as a place for seminars because not only was 
his son Kang Pyong Son my close friend but also Kang Je Ha himself had been a 
friend of my father’s and his ideological tendency was good. He was a nationalist, 
but he did not reject communism. Whenever I visited his house he would talk to me 
about communism. He used to say that he was too old and that we should triumph 
by using communist methods. This was a great encouragement to us. He had 
several books on communism in his house. 


When I look back now, I think we discussed the practical problems arising in the 
Korean revolution at a very high level at that time. In the course of those discussions 
the young men would reach a consensus and adopt similar positions on the 
revolution in Korea. 


One day when we were holding a seminar at Kim Si U’s house, Ri whom I had 
been nursing arrived on crutches and asked me to lend him the books I had 
promised. He said that, with the other students following a new road, he, as he lay 
in the hostel, was afraid he might fall behind. Thus he, too, joined us. 


Capitalists say they take great pleasure in making money, but I took the greatest 
pleasure and interest in making comrades. How can we compare the happiness a 
man feels when he has won a comrade to the delight a man feels when he has 
obtained a piece of gold! Thus my struggle to win comrades started 
at Hwasong Uisuk School. Since then I have devoted my whole life to gaining 
comrades. 


With so many reliable comrades coming together, I wondered how I should 
organize them so that we could work on a greater scale. I spoke of this to my 
comrades. As far as I remember the meeting was held towards the end of

September. I think I said a lot about the need for an organization. I said to the 
following effect: We must open up a long and thorny path in order to liberate the 
country and build a society in which the working people can live happily; if we build 
up our ranks and fight tenaciously at the cost of our blood, we shall emerge 
victorious; after forming an organization we should rally the masses behind it and 
arouse them to liberate the country by relying on their own efforts. 


The comrades were all delighted; they insisted on forming the organization as soon 
as possible. 


I said that we should make further preparations for forming it and attract more 
comrades who shared our idea and would fight at our side. The meeting marked 
eligible people out for membership of the organization and gave an assignment to 
each of us to educate individual candidates. But some of the comrades were 
apprehensive lest the forming of the organization should mean the appearance of 
factions. I said to them: The organization we are going to form is a revolutionary one 
of a new type that will be quite different from the factions of the nationalists and 
communists; it is not an organization for factional strife but one for revolution, and 
we Shall fight tenaciously by devoting ourselves to revolution. 


After a period for preparation we held a preliminary meeting on October 10, then 
the national day of China, and discussed the name of the organization, its 
character, its fighting programme and its rules and regulations. A week later, on the 
17th of October, 1926, we formally set it up at Kim Si U’s house. The meeting was 
held quietly in a simply-furntshed room with under-floor heating, but no platform. 
Even after more than 60 years I still remember the animation and passion that filled 
the room. 


That day everyone was excited, including me. Being on the threshold of forming an 
organization I was reminded, in spite of myself, of my late father and the Korean 
National Association. In order to form that association he had travelled tens of 
thousands of miles over several years and rallied comrades from everywhere. After 
the formation of the association he had devoted his whole life for the realization of 
the ideal of the association. He had left hts cause unaccomplished for his sons to 
take up. I felt my heart beating and tears welling up in my eyes as I thought that I 
was taking a first step on my way to executing my father’s will that we must 
liberate our country even tf our bones were to be crushed and our flesh torn to 
shreds. 


The programme for our organization embodied my father’s ideal. 


I still remember vividly the faces of the young men who spoke with fervour at the 
meeting that day. Choe Chang Gol, Kim Ri Gap, Ri Je U, Kang Pyong Son, Kim Won 
U, Pak Kun Won, Ri Jong Rak, Pak Cha Sok (though the last two of them later turned 
traitor)—they all took a militant oath that they would devote their all to the 
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revolution. Some of them were good public speakers while others were not. But they 
all made good speeches. I, too, made a speech, quite a long one in fact. 


At the meeting I suggested that we name the organization the Down-with- 
Imperialism Union, abbreviated to DIU. The Down-with-Imperialism Union was a 
pure, fresh political organism of a new type created in the throes of a historic cause 
by young people of the rising generation who aspired to socialism and communism, 
for the realization of national liberation and class emancipation with the ideal of 
anti-imperialism, independence and sovereignty. We formed this union with the aim 
of building socialism and communism, but we named it the Down-with- 
Imperialism Union in order to avoid it being open to suspicion by the nationalists as 
an excessively Leftist organization. We attached a great deal of importance to our 
relations with the nationalists in those days. My proposal to name the organization 
the Down-with-Imperialism Union was passed unanimously. The fighting 
programme of the DIU I suggested was also adopted unamended. As it was an 
organization to fight to overthrow imperialism as its name suggested, its programme 
was also great. The immediate task of the DIU was to defeat Japanese imperialism 
and achieve the liberation and independence of Korea, and its final objective was to 
build socialism and communism in Korea and, further, destroy all imperialism and 
build communism throughout the world. We also adopted policies for putting this 
programme into effect. The young men attending the meeting received the printed 
Rules of the union. 


At the meeting Choe Chang Gol nominated me as head of the Union. 


We rushed hand in hand to the River Huifa and, singing a song, made a grim 
resolve to share life and death on the road of the revolution for the motherland and 
the nation. 


I sat up all that night. I was too excited and moved to sleep. Frankly speaking, we 
were elated with excitement and joy as tf we had gained the whole world. How can 
the pleasure a billionaire feels when rolling in money be compared to our pleasure? 
In the communist movement at that time there were many organizations with eye- 
catching slogans. Ours was a new organization which could scarcely be compared 
with those organizations in terms of scale. The public did not even know about the 
existence of the DIU. 


Nevertheless, we were feverishly excited because we were proud of the fact that 
ours was a communist revolutionary organization of a new type that was totally 
different from the conventional organizations. The DIU was not an organization 
formed by a certain faction and its members were not people who had broken away 
from any faction or from an organization in exile. They were from the new 
generation, as white and pure as snow. The blood running through the DIU was 
free from any impurities. 
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Its members were not insignificant people. They were virile, young talented people; 
they could make speeches, write treatises, compose songs and were good at self- 
defence. They could “match one hundred or one thousand” as we say nowadays. 
With such young men gathered together to blaze a trail, their gallant spirit was 
unimaginable. 


Whenever the revolutionary cause we had launched was in a predicament in later 
years, the members of the DIU always found a way out, even if it meant sacrificing 
themselves. As hardcore elements of the Korean revolution, they played a leading 
role everywhere they went. Among those the DIU produced many young people, 
particularly Kim Hyok, Cha Kwang Su, Choe Chang Gol, Kim Ri Gap, Kang Pyong 
Son and Ri Je U, fought heroically in the van of the struggle, until the last moment of 
their noble lives; only a few were otherwise. I think it deplorable that some of those 
who made a good start came to betray the ideal of the DIU as the revolution 
progressed. 


I have now lost all those comrades who worked hand in hand with me in the days 
of the DIU. Many sons and daughters of the DIU who fought through thick and 
thin for the independence of the motherland and for the society of the proletarian 
masses left us in the prime of their youth, too early to enjoy this happy life. By 
giving their youth they laid the foundations of our Party and our revolution. 


In the history of our Party the DIU is recognized as the root of the Party, and the 
formation of the DIU as a starting-point or the genesis of the Korean communist 
movement and the Korean revolution. From this root came the programme of our 
Party, the principles for building our Party and its activities, and the backbone for its 
foundation. With the formation of the DIU our revolution advanced on the basis of 
the principle of independence. 


I think the ideal of the DIU and our mettle at that time have been described in part 
in “The DIU and kim Il Sung” in the book A Short History of the Korean 
Revolutionary Movement Overseas written by Choe Il Chon (alias Choe Hyong U) 
immediately after liberation. 


When the Revolutionary Army was formed a few years later and the Association 
for the Restoration of the Fatherland was founded, calling upon the 20 million 
Korean people to rise up in one body, and when the revolution was at its height with 
tens of thousands of supporters and sympathizers surrounding us, I would look 
back with deep emotion on the day when we formed the DIU in Huadian.
